METULLA. - A terrorist suspect 
was killed and several persons were 
arrested as the IDF yesterday con- 
tinued its anti-terrorist search opera- 
tions in five Shi'ite villages of South- 
ern Lebanon, east of Tyre. 

The homes of 13 residents sus- 
pected of harbouring or collaborat- 
ing with terrorists were demolished. 

According to an Associated Press 
report, the Lebanese Foreign Minis- 
try had instructed Lebanon’s UN 
Ambassador Rashid Fakhoury to 
“lodge a complaint with the Security 
Council against Israel's suppressive 
practices in occupied Lebanese terri- 
tory." 

Fakhoury was also instructed to 
“reserve Lebanon’s right to call for a 
meeting of the Security Council to 
debate the Israeli practices,’’ the 
radio reported. 

In Dir Kanoun an-Nahar in South- 
ern Lebanon, IDF forces spotted 


three suspected terrorists. The sus- 
pects took to their heels and the 
soldiers opened fire. One terrorist 
was killed and two were wounded 
and taken prisoner. 

In the village of Zarariya, four 
homes were destroyed and several- 
persons arrested. 

In Arab Salim, north of Nabatiya, 
eight houses were blownup. arms 
were confiscated and a number of 
persons were arrested. Another 
house was demolished in the village 
ofDirTebe. 

A large force of South Lebanese 
Army troops was still stationed 
yesterday in Arab Salim, where 
Aluf-Mishne (Col.) Avraham Hido 
was killed last Monday. 

Itirn reported th*t:h- IDF yester- 
day deported from Southern" Leba- 
non 38 residents of Arab Salim, as 
part of its crackdown. 

The curfew on the village, im- 
posed since Monday, was - partially

BUCHAREST. - Prime Minis- 
ter Peres yesterday asked Ruma- 
nian President Nicolae Ceauses- 
cu to try to improve relations 
between China and Israel, and to 
try to blunt the edge of Soviet 
hostility towards Israel. If this 
were accomplished, Peres said, 
then Israel could consider a UN- 
sponsored international confer- 
ence on the Middle East. 

The premier warned newsmen last 
night against exaggerating the im- 
port of this viewpoint. The two con- 
ditions would require a real revision 
in the long-standing policies of these 
two superpowers and UN Security 
Council permanent members, he 
said. 

Nevertheless, Peres did not demur 
at a possible analogy between his 
talks with Ceausescu yesterday, and 
those of ex-premier Menachem Be- 
gin here eight years ago. which con- 
tributed substantially to Sadat's 
peace initiative. “There could be a 
comparison (to the Begin talks).’’ 
Peres said. "That, at any rate, is how 
President Ceausescu sees our meet- 
ings.” 

Peres met twice with the Ruma- 
nian leader. For 4V5 hours from 
mid-morning to mid-afternoon, and 
then again for an hour, alone, in the 
early evening. The second session 
was not scheduled. 

Peres said Ceausescu still strongly 
favours an international peace con- 
ference as the best method of peace 
making in the Middle East. Peres

KIRYAT SHMONA. - Two shells 
were fired yesterday at the southern 
Golan Heights from the region 
where the borders between Israel, 
Jordan and Syria meet. No one was 
hurt and there was no damage. 

The head of the Golan Heights 
regional council, Eitan Lis. yester- 
day urged Defence Minister Rabin 
to meet with him to discuss what he 


said he had explained at length 
Israel’s staunch objections to this 
approach. 

“You would have one party there 
with whom you have no relations 
(China), another which has cut rela- 
tions (Russia), a third which seeks to 
destroy you (Syria), and the 
PLO...."" Peres said. 

Peres found, though, that 
Ceausescu was advocating possible 
variations to a full-dress internation- 
al conference - in particular a UN- 
sponsored peace effort to be laun- 
ched and mediated by the secretary 
general. 

"I told him: you must persuade us 
that the UN can work for peace with 
impartiality.” 

Peres made it clear last night that a 
major purpose of his visit to 
Ceausescu had been to explore 
possible “avenues towards the 
East." that is, towards the two great 
eastern superpowers. 

Peres declined to specify what he 
expected Ceausescu to do following 
their conversations. Plainly, though, 
he is hoping that the Rumanian 
president will convey Israel's con- 
cerns to Peking and Moscow. 

Peres acknowledged candidly last 
night that Ceausescu had maintained 
his high opinion of PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat. “Arafat means busi- 
ness,” Peres quoted Ceausescu as 
saying. “Ceausescu thinks the Am- 
man accord is the first time ihe PLO 
has accepted that there must be a 
negotiated solution in the Middle 
East. He sees it as a turning point.” 

Ceausescu had urged Peres to 
ignore the disunity within the PLO 


termed “the grave deterioration" in 
the security situation of the Golan 
Heights.” 

Us said that in recent months 
there have been several shelling of 
settlements of the Golan and in the 
Jordan Valley, and a further 1S5 
billion are needed in the Golan to 
build bomb shelters.

The prime minister said that he 
had casually suggested to Ceausescu 
that he visit Israel and ha\e a taste of 
"our winter sun." Ceausescu had 
replied that “you need peace, not 
just sunshine." 

At yesterday’s meeting at Com- 
munist Party headquarters. Peres 
was flanked by Minister without 
Portfolio. Ezer Weizman and 
Ambassador to Rumania 7.\ '\ Brosh. 
During lunch, though, he and 
Ceausescu moved away from their 
aides to hold a private chat. 

According to the Israeli sources 
Peres spoke forcefully about the 
PLO’s continued use of terrorism as 
a political weapon. At this meeting, 
the sources said. Ceausescu did not 
offer to mediate contact between 
Israel and the PLO. They said the 
atmosphere had been very good, 
despite the obvious difference of 
approach to Middle East problems 
which surfaced .is expected. 

The Israeli sources said Ceausescu 
had expressed gratification at the 
Peres government's decision to quit 
Lebanon.

Burmese Jews 
in India 
talking aliya

' TEL AVIV. -Leaders of a commun- 
ity of Bunnese Jews living in India 
; have expressed an interest in settling 
m Israel, according to Labour Knes- 
-<set Member Rabbi Menahem 
Hacoben. 

Hacohen, just back from a fort- 
night’s tour of the subcontinent, met 
with the Jews, who trace their 
lineage ro the lost tribe of Menashe, 
in both Bombay and Calcutta. The 
community, which calls itself the 
Tribe of Mazourah. is said to num- 
ber "many thousands," and fives in 
. Manipur, in the state of Assam near 
the India-China border. They claim 
to have migrated to Burma from 
China many centuries ago. 

The first Mazourah Jews whom 
Hacohen met were at the Ort school 
in Bombay. The boy's at that school, 
he said, wear kippot and observe the 
^ mitzvot. Later, Hacohen met with a 

I delegation of the leaders of the tribe 
in Calcutta and discussed aliya with 
them. 

' The purpose of Hacohen’s_ trip, 
sponsored by the World Zionist 
Organization's aliya department, 
was to investigate the possibility of 
jg bringing. the 6,000-7.000 Jews re- 
j main mg in India to Israel. In recent

years. Hacohen said, annual aliya 
from India has dropped by two- 
thirds from about 300 immigrants a 
year in the early 1970s to 100 in each 
of the past few years. Hacohen, who 
as rabbi of the Moshav Movement 
was also instrumental in bringing 
religious articles of the Cochin Jew- 
ish community to Israel 11 years ago, 
this time sought to locate Tora 
scrolls and other religious objects 
left behind by the 25,000 Indian Jews 
who have already immigrated to 
Israel. 

In his travels across India 
Hacohen visited 12 Jewish villages in 
the interior. “The Jews of the vil- 
lages," he said, “are mainly farmers 
and have many children.” Since the 
Indian authorities have set no res- 
traints on immigration, he said, “it 


can be assumed that they will indeed 
come, as soon as suitable arrange- 
ments have been made.” 

But Hacoben reported “very se- 
rious problems” among the Jews 
remaining in some of the urban cen- 
tres, as a result of extreme poverty 
and mixed marriages. 

In his report to aliya department 
head Haim Aharon, Hacohen said 
he had recommended asking the 
Chief Rabbinate to send a religious 
court of three judges (dayanim) to 
India to untangle the potential 
personal-status problems of the 
potential immigrants! 

Hacohen, who was on his fourth 
visit to India, also suggested that the 
aliya department send an emissary to 
Bombay to work with the potential 
immigrants.

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Rabbi Goren 
backs Yosef 
on Ethiopians

Former Ashkenazi chief rabbi 
Shlomo Goren yesterday joined bis 
Sephardi colleague, former chief 
rabbi Ovadia Yosef, in publicly call- 
ing for the acceptance of the Ethio- 
pian immigrants as full Jews with no 
conversion ceremony. 

Goren. who told The Jerusalem 
Posi that he had already begun 
working to bring the Ethiopians to 
Israel in January 1980, said that he 
based his decision on the rulings of 
the late Ashkenazi chief rabbi Avra- 
ham Yitzhak Hacohen Kook, and 
Rabbi David Ben Zimra (the Rad- 
baz). who lived in Egypt 500 years 
ago. 

“Who are those who act contrary 
to rulings by such giants?" Goren 
asked, referring to the current chief 
R3bbis Avraham Shapiro and Mor- 
dechai Eliahu, who have insisted 
that the Ethiopians undergo a sym- 
bolic conversion ceremony. 

Goren admitted that he too had 
"suggested” to the Ethiopians that 
they go Through the ceremony, 
adding that they had done so willing- 
ly. But he said that the Radbaz had 
specifically ruled that if all or most of 
the community recognizes the Ipws 
of Judaism, they must be accepted. 

Goren said there was no problem 
of mamzerut (illegitimacy), as both 
Ethiopian marriages and divorces 
were not religiously binding. 

Goren said he has had numerous 
inquiries from various groups, in- 
cluding religious kibbutzim, asking if 
it is permissible to count the Ethio- 
pians as part of a minyan and to call 
them to the Tora. “I assured them,” 
he said, “that it is not only permissi- 
ble. but a mitzva to call them to the 
Tora.” 


Court turns down 
car-allowance appeal 

The Jerusalem Districr Labour 
Court yesterday turned down an 
appeal, by Broadcasting Authority 
employees to receive car allowances 
because they did not own cars or 
have driver’s licences. 

The court rejected the workers’ 
argument that the car allowance rep- 
resented a "fictitious” payment de- 
signed to supplement salaries rather 
than an allowance to cover real ex- 
penses.

Confiscated 
sausages 
ordered returned 

TEL AVIV. (Itim-)-.-*-. Pork sausages 
confiscated from a Ramat Gan shop 
in January must be returned to the 
shopkeepers they were taken from, a 
magistrates court judge ordered 
here yesterday. 

The owners of the Ramat Gan 
shop, Avraham and Zehava Bert- 
feld, have requested that the munici- 
pality return the sausages, which 
they said were confiscated by Ramat 
Gan rabbinical-council inspectors 
who broke into their storage and 
took 70 sausages. The owners also 
claimed there is no city-law permit- 
ting the confiscation of pork 
sausage.

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Manufacturers seek prices above ceilings

The Ministry of Industry and 
Trade is being swamped with ap- 
plications from manufacturers and 
importers for permission to raise 
their prices above the ceilings set by 
Package Deal IPs price freeze. 

But. said Price Commissioner 
Ze'ev Galmorthis week, a “substan- 
tial number” of the requests will be 
rejected outright "because they do 
not meet the current criteria." 

According to the ministry spokes- 
woman, revised guidelines for jus- 
tifying higher prices will make it 
tougher for the manufacturers and 
importers than previously. 

“Up until now." she explained, “a 
manufacturer's or importer’s pro- 
duction and/or marketing costs were 


the factors taken into account when 
considering his request for higher 
prices. Now. in Package II. we have 
changed the rules of the game. 

“We also want to know what his 
profit margins were during 1984. If 
these appear reasonable, then the 
commissioner will probably turn 
down his request for price increases, 
regardless of his higher production 
and sales costs." 

Meanwhile, the price-freeze 
appeals committee this week re- 
moved from control prices of auto- 
mobiles with engines exceeding 1800 
cc. in size. The reason given was that 
less than 10 per cent of all private car 
sales in the country involve this type 
of vehicle. 

As for cars up to 1300 cc. . ceiling 
prices will be adjusted once a month 


in line with an agreement between 
the Transport and Finance Minis- 
tries on import tariffe and deposits, 
purchase taxes and dealers* profit 
margins. Those margins are to be 
limited to 18 per cent, down from a 
maximum of 26 per cent allowed 
during Package Deal I. 

Cars with engines between 1300 
cc. and 1800 cc. -.exempted from 
price control last time - are now 
under control, with dealers’ max- 
imum profit ratios set at 22 per cent. 

Next week, the appeals committee 
will decide whether to apply price 
controls to certain fruits and veget- 
ables - as requested by the Histadrut 
- and whether to permit price in- 
creases for 20 locally made products 
with a high energy-cost component 


in their manufacture. 

In the first two weeks of Price 
Freeze D. the ministry reported, 
about 500 summonses were served 
on manufacturers and vendors of 
goods and services w ho, violated the 
maximum price levels announced on 
February 4. The ministry hopes the 
courts will bear down hard on the 
violators, who were uncovered dur- 
ing 6.000 spot checks made by minis- 
try inspectors. In addition, more 
than 400 written and oral complaints 
from the public have been followed 
UP- 

Unlike Price Freeze I. when most 
of the violations involved failure to 
display prices or quoting prices in 
dollars, the situation now is that a 
substantial number of summonses 
are being issued for price-gouging. 


Shamir says pullback won’t affect territories

HAIFA. - “Let no one make the big 
mistake (of thinking) that Israel’s 
decision to withdraw from Lebanon 
will have an impact on other areas. 
Lebanon is not Eretz Israel and 
Eretz Israel is not Lebanon." Acting 
Premier and Foreign Minister Sha- 
mir said last night. 

He was talking to reporters at the 
Rambam Hospital after visiting sol- 
diers wounded in Lebanon. 

Shamir said the steps the IDF is 
now taking in Lebanon to prevent 
attacks on IDF soldiers are justified. 
“We must do everything we can to 
stop the attacks or at least reduce 


them to a minimum." 

The acting premier said that 
yesterday's Katyusha rocket fire on 
the Golan Heights from Syrian- 
contTolled territory was not a first. 

He thought it too early to view the 
shelliDg as a Syrian escalation “and 
we'll have to wait and see bow things 
develop." 

Asked about the attempt to estab- 
lish a settlement at Tel Rumeida in 
Hebron. Shamir said it should nor 
excite anybody. There is a standing 
government decision to establish a 
Jewish settlement in Hebron, and 
the tel is part of Hebron, he said. 

This is contrary to Prime Minister 


Peres' view that there is no derision 
to settle Tel Rumeida and that the 
settlers must go. 

Shamir, who was asked how he 
felt about the EDF leaving Lebanon, 
since he had been one of the minis- 
ters who had decided on' the ”1982 
invasion, said “the objective was not 
to stay there, but to remove the PLO 
terror danger from our northern bor- 
der. We have removed it. But I am 
convinced that we have not achieved 
arrangements to prevent their return 
and can only hope that the IDF will 
find means of keeping them away 
and preventing them from harassing 
our Galilee settlements.” 


In answer to an Arab reporter 
about a “new policy” towards 
Israel’s Arabs, the acting premier 
said: “If there is a new policy. I don't 
like it and I hope we'll soon debate 
the issue in the cabinet.” 

In a speech to Herut members 
later. Shamir warned the U.S. 
against auv peace initiative not 
based on the Camp David agree- 
ments because it would split the 
nation, break up the unity govern- 
ment and put off peace. 

He said current Arab initiatives 
are intended only to put a wedge 
between Israel and the U.S. 


Nissim and Levy finish draft 
of Liberal-Herut merger pact

TEL AVIV. - Deputy Premier 
David Levy and Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim yesterday completed 
drafting the merger agreement be- 
tween Herut and the Liberals. But it 
is still far from clear whether the 
agreement will be acceptable to the 
two parties. 

The draft is the first practical step 
towards a merger, but is still subject 
to amendments and much political 
haggling when it comes before the 
two parties' central institutions. 

According to the draft, the. new 
party will be known as the Likud 
Movement, or the Likud National- 
Liberal Movement. 

Members of either party can auto- 
matically become members of the 
new party. 

In the founding convention. Herut 
and La'am, which are merging now. 
will have 64 per cent of the dele- 
gates. The Liberals will have 36 per 
cent. Yesterday many Herut secre- 
tariat members, who heard about 
the draft from Levy, argued that the 
Liberals will thus be grossly over- 
represented. with well over a third of 
the share, because thev do not have 


the corresponding vote-getting 
potential. 

It was further agreed that for the 
next (12th) Knesset, seats will be 
divided according to a predeter- 
mined formula. But while Nissim 
suggested that of the first 48 slots on 
the Likud list. 30g<fto Herut. and 18 
to the Liberals, Levy proposed 
freezing the starus quo in which 
Herut has 32 seats and the Liberals 
16. This. too. is criticized in Herut 
where it is considered that the Liber- 
als are over-represented. 

A parity committee is to decide 
between the two proposals. 

Nissim estimated yesterday that 
the process will be completed in two 
months and that a unity announce- 
ment will be possible prior to the 
Histadrut elections. 

But Nissim 's optimism is not uni- 
versally shared. Anti-merger Liber- 
als plan a gathering at Kfar Hamac- 
cabiah in Ramat Gan on Sunday to 
demand that no move- be .made be-, 
fore the Liberal convention is held. 
Among the participants will be Jew- 
ish Agency chairman Aiye Dulzin, 
Tel Aviv Mayor Shlorao Lahat and 
Rehovot Mayor Yehezkel Har- 
melech. 


IDF accuses newsweekly 
of harming state security

TEL AVIV. - The IDF yesterday 
accused the Koreret Rashit news- 
weekly of harming state security. 
The FDF censor is considering sanc- 
tions against the weekly, which pub- 
lished the name of a senior officer 
suspected of slaying one or two of 
the terrorists captured in the hijack- 
ing of an Egged bus to Gaza last 
year. 

The article was an attack on the 
defence establishment for “trying to 
gloss over the entire affair.” and an 
accusation that military censorship 
was trying to whitewash it. 

The magazine recalled that two 
hijackers were killed when the army 
freed the hijacked passengers in the 
Gaza Strip last April. It said’ that 
Tat-Aluf (Brig-Gen.) Yitzhak Mor- 
dechai. the chief paratroop and in- 
fantry officer, was seen leading 
away the two others. 

Since then, three teams have in- 
vestigated the incident. The first 


established that the two terrorists 
had been taken off the bus alive; the 
second prepared a file for the state's 
attorney; and a third, headed by 
State attorney Yona Blatraan, was 
appointed to examine the investiga- 
tion's findings. 

“Friends of Mordechai say he and 
the senior officer who was with him 
had turned the terrorists over alive 
to General Security Service men. 
They say Mordechai beat the terror- 
ists while interrogating them, but 
that he wasn't the only one.” Koterer 
Rashit said. 

The army spokesman accused 
Koteret Rashit of “seeking every 
means to increase their circulation, 
even at the price of breaking the law 
and harming security.” Kate rest 
Rashit , the spokesman said, was 
motivated by “serious economic 
problems.” 

The justice ministry spokesman 
said later the investigation is ex- 
pected to end within two months.

Conditions in South Lebanon are 
now ripe for Israel to extend its 
sovereignty over the region, since 
Eretz Yisrael runs up to the Litani 
River. Tehiya Party chairman YuvaJ

annex South Lebanon, the Tehiya 
leader said, it should plan to keep 
the Israel Defence Forces on the 
Litani and from 20-25 kilometres 
beyond ihe river for many years to 
come.

All 
Lebanese unwilling to accept the 
occupation should be expelled from 
there, the Druse MK said in a letter.

Police believe highway robbers got wrong courier

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
JTyto men who assaulted and rob- 
ed the driver-messenger of the

£re probably after a shipment of 
ramonds, police sources said 
aterday. 

The Vatican diplomatic pouch, 
obtaining communications from 
^hl^.was stolen in the attack, in 
vffiich the driver, according to his 
account to the police, was kidnap- 
ped, blindfolded and assaulted. The 
documents, said police, left Rome 
shortly after the meeting between 
Prime Minister Peres and Pope John 
Paul II in the Vatican. 


Rufus Edra, 56, was found by 
police on the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem 
highway beside his car. and was 
hospitalized. 

The driver told the Jerusalem 
police that he picked up the regularly 
scheduled pouch at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port ou Tuesday evening and. as 
usual, chained it to his wrist. 

On the way back to Jerusalem, he 
was stopped not far from Latrun by 
two mentn a van who ordered him to 
get out. 

One of the two assailants held him 
at gunpoint while the other blind- 
folded him. 

Edna said he was driven around 
for an hour or more, while the 
assail ants considered what to do with 


him. According to Edra, the 
assailants eventually took him back 
to his car, near the Latrun inter- 
change. 

When Edra demanded that the 
assailants return the documents, he 
was assaulted with a knife, suffering 
a slight wound in the shoulder, 
police yesterday reported the driver 
as saying. 

One of the assailants shouted at 
him as they left: "We don’t care 
about your Vatican or your Peres," 
police said the driver told them. 
Edra told police that he could not tell 
if the assailants were Arab or Jewish, 
but said that they spoke “a combina- 
tion of bad Hebrew and bad Ara- 
bic.” 


According to the police. Edra 
claimed he followed the van on a 
roundabout back-road trip through 
the area but eventually the pain in 
his shoulder made him faint. 

The police on Wednesday sear- 
ched the area for evidence - includ- 
ing the missing pouch. 

According to police sources. “It is 
probable that the assailants had the 
wrong man. If they had waited for a 
man carrying a manacled briefcase at 
the airport, it was probably for a 
diamond merchant. The documents 
are of no value to them, so they may 
have thrown them away." 

Edra was to be released from 
hospital last night. 


Four escapees are still at large after Jerusalem breakout

'Jerusalem police last night were 
continuing the search for four men 
Who broke out of the Russian Com- 
pound lock-up yesterday. 

■‘Six men made the post-midnight 
escape, but two were caught within 
tWo hours. 


According to police sources, a tiny 
hacksaw blade was used to cut 
through a bar on a window of the 
lock-up, where 14 prisoners - most 
being held on suspicion of various 
crimes ranging from car theft to drug 
sales - were being held. 

A guard at the main gate saw two

Four of the six escapees were 
Arabs and two Jews. Two of- the 
Arabs were captured when a taxi 
driver who picked them up near 
Damascus Gate had suspicions of 


their desire to go to Hebron at 2 a.m. 
He notified his station, which in- 
formed the police and the two were 
picked up in Talpiot.'

' TEL AVIV. - The scheduled His- 
tadrut election date. May 13. was 
carefully chosen by the labour fed- 
eration's Alignment leadership. It 
falls a few days before Ramadan, 
thus ensuring the full participation of 
tHe pro-Labour (or, at any rate, 
anti-Likud) Arab sector. It also com- 
es two days before the publication of 
the usually high April consumer 
price index. 

Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
and his central co m m ittee colleagues 
held off deciding an election date 
until the second economic package 
deal was safely in the bag. With the 
agreement signed, the elections 
were “scheduled 1 to fall during the 
period of price control, but suffix 
ciently long after the first price erup-' 
tions to allow the economy time to

If all goes according to plan, a 
chastened but not over-anxious 
working public will go to the polls in 
mid-May.

The intention is to go to elections 
in as calm an atmosphere as possible, 
with the His tad rut and the govern- 
ment firmly established in the public 
mind as partners in the effort to 
rejuvenate the economy.

Cabinet ministers, among them 
Finance Minister Moda'i and Econo- 
mics Minister Ya>cpbj,Have $aj£ 
that nef-further ecbnomlc rheasures 
(such as ffid receht Increase in' travel 
tax) will*' be imposed in the near' 
future. That commitment was tai-

That will naturally meet with 
stiff Histadrut opposition, as was 
indicated last night in unofficial reac-

1. It will also threaten the stability of 
the delicately balanced price struc-

Even if Moda'i does not wilfully 
exceed the limits of the package 
deal, the government may nbfbe 
able to prevent the imposition of 
further harsh economic measures for 
the next three months. With foreign- 


currency reserves dwindling and the 
Americans demanding widescale re- 
form as the price of additional eco- 
nomic aid. three months is a long 
time to tread water. 

The spectre of unemployment and 
the Histadrut 's best efforts have 
combined to produce a period of 
industrial calm that is astonishing in 
a time of such economic turmoil. 
But, below the surface, the unions 
are seething, especially with regard 
to inflation-induced wage erosion. 

Finally, there is the overriding 
problem of growing unemployment. 
Histadrut officials were dismayed by 
the. .Treasury's failure fp alloc^q> 
speci&.re^urcestQ" dealing with the 
problem in its budget JbilL 

Galloping unemployment could 
upset all Kessar’s plans. No matter 
how successful he is in persuading 
the workers that he acted in then- 
best interests, those without jobs are 
unlikely to vote for his continued 
leadership. 


Israelis in U.S. protest new travel taxes

Yisrael Shelanu, the Hebrew- 
language New York-based paper for 
Israeli emigrants, is organizing a 
petition campaign against the travel 
tax and for the right of emigrants to 
vote in Israeli elections while living 
abroad. 

In its latest issue, the paper used 
the slogan "No Taxation Without 
Representation” (the cry of the re- 
bels at the time of the Boston Tea 
Party in 1773) to demand the franch- 
ise in exchange for the travel levy, 
which it opposes. The collected sig- 
natures will be brought to Israeli con- 
sulates and the embassy in the U.S. 

According to a front-page article, 
news of the hike in the travel tax to 
5150 and the levy of a 20 per cent tax 
on airline tickets bought in Israel 
“aroused angry reactions" among 


Israelis living in the U.S. Many of 
them, said the paper, telephoned 
Yisrael Shelanu to say they intend 
giving up their Israeli citizenship in 
protest against the taxes. 

The paper also quoted lawyers 
specializing in Israeli matters in the 
U.S. who had received requests 
from emigrants to arrange cancella- 
tion of their Israeli passports. One 
such lawyer told the paper that his 
office filled out 100 such requests 
since the tax was announced. 

An official of the Israel consulate 
in New York said that only a “hand- 
ful” of Israelis had called to make 
appointments for this purpose.

Travel agents 
pose over 100 
queries on tax

TEL AVIV. - The travel agents' 
representatives vesrerday presented 
customs with over 100 questions ab- 
out the new tax on travel tickets. 

The tax went into effect earlier 
this week and the travel agents must 
collect it. But Gershon Magon. the 
head of the Israel Tourist and Travel 
Agents Association, said some 
points are unclear and some do not 
make sense. 

The tax will not be levied on a 
ticket bought abroad and sent to a 
recipient in Israel. But if the airline 
cables its Israel office to issue the 
ticket, the recipient will have to pay 
the tax. even though the ticket was 
paid for abroad. 

These regulations open the door 
to many tricks. Magon added. The 
Treasury “shot from the hip.” with- 
out consulting the experts. Magon 
charged. 

Many people will be exempt from 
payment, including new immmig- 
rants, temporary residents and their 
immediate families on condition 
they use their foreign currency 
(Patah) accounts to pay for the trip. 
Returning Israelis, or Israelis who 
live abroad and come for a visit are 
also exempt, according to the regula- 
tions the customs has distributed. 


Bomb thrown at

Musical evening for Peres 
at Bucharest synagogue

BUCHAREST. - Ii was a moving 
moment and Prime Minister Peres 
was visibly affected when Rumania's 
Chief Rabbi Moshe Rosen intoned 
the ageless Jewish oath. “If I forget 
thee. O Jerusalem, may my right 
hand lose its cunning..." 

The scene was the Jewish cemet- 
ery here yesterday. A brief but 
solemn ceremony in the frosty morn- 
ing haze at the monument to the 
immigrant ship Struma, whose 769 
hope-filled passengers. Rumanian 
Jewish refugees from wartime 
Europe en route to Palestine, 
drowned in the Black Sea. 

Half of the pre-war Rumanian 
Jewish population of 800.000 died in 
gas chambers - a relatively low prop- 
ortion compared to other great Jew- 
ish communities of eastern Europe. 

Of the remainder, all but some 
25.000 have since moved to Israel, in 
a mass wave in the 1950s followed by 
a steady trickle which continues to 
the present day. 

Of the Jews still living here, more 
than half are elderly. Under Rosen's 
leadership and with substantia] sup- 
port from the Joint Distribution 
Committee, they maintain full and 
well-organized religious and social 
institutions which are encouraged by 
the Ccausescu regime. 

A Yiddish Theatre in the capital, 
funded by the state, puts on produc- 
tions nightly, with simultaneous 
Rumanian translations provided for 
non-Yiddish speakers. In the 
evening Peres had a chance to meet 


with more of the Jewish community 
at a colourful, musical gathering 
staged in his honour at Bucharest's 
Choral Synagogue. 

“Israel loves you and is waiting for 
you." the premier told the packed 
congregation. “Every tenth Israeli 
Jew ij, Rumanian - and we arc proud 
of them. The more Rumanians come 
the prouder we are. and the more we 
love them. " , 

Peres praised Ccausescu for 
enabling Rumania's Jews to main- 
tain a rich cultural and community 
life, and for allowing family reunions 
with relatives in Israel. 

He also expressed his “deep 
appreciation" for Ceauscscu's help 
in achieving the peace with Egvpt. "I 
believe my invitation here today was 
intended so that we should seek 
additional paths to peace together." 
he said. 

Peres, a large black kip pa on his 
head, addressed his enthusiastic au- 
dience in Hebrew, and was trans- 
lated phrase by phrase into Ruma- 
nian. 

After Rosen led a prayer, a lively 
musical medley of Hebrew and Yid- 
dish songs was performed by several 
Jewish youth choirs, alt resplendent 
in white-and-bJuc apparel. A small 
but vigorous string ensemble seated 
in the front accompanied the vocal- 
ists. 

Ambassador Zvi Brosh kept look- 
ing anxiously at his watch and 
whispering to the premier. But Peres 
tapped time with his foot and 
seemed to be enjoying this break 
from a rigorous day’s 'schedule.

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UK miners, gov’t dig in 
after negotiations fail 


LONDON (Reuter). - The British 
coalimn ers ’ union voted to press 
ahead with its 11-month-old strike 
yesterday after the collapse of the 
latest settlement moves, making it 
almost certain the dispute will ro 
into a second year. 

Tlie government declared that it 
too is ready to fight on, with Energy 
Minister Peter Walker saying the 
time for talking is over and calling on 
miners to abandon the strike. 

The two sides were digging in after 
the failure of mediation efforts by a 
group of trade-union leaders trying 
■ to bring them together for their first 
formal talks in almost four months. 

. The bid faltered on the issue which 
sparked the strike last March - 
whether mines sould be closed on 
economic grounds. 

Leaders of the National Union of 
Mineworkers (NUM) rejected what 


the mediators called the '‘best and 
final" offer from the state-owned 
Coal Board on Wednesday night on 
the grounds it involved no conces- 
sion on pit closures. 

Yesterday they won clear backing 
from a conference of more than 100 
union delegates, who voted that the 
strike should go on. 

Walker told a radio interviewer he 
was disappointed and put the blame 
squarely on NUM President Arthur 
Scargili- 

"I am afraid there nil! not be more 
talks. Miners will have to decide 
whether they want to go to work and 
take what is on offer or whether they 
want to stay behind Mr. Scargill 
shouting his revolutionary’ inten- 
tions," he said. 

The collapse of the initiative left 
the government and its Coal Board 
pinning their hopes on an accelera- 
tion of the long erosion of the strike. 


Thatcher in Washington: 

‘No ready-made answers’ 
to U.S., UK economic issues

Cairo awaiting foreign bids 
on 1st nuclear power station 


WASHINGTON (AP). - British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
winding up her three-dav visit in 
Washington,* said yesterday there 
are no ‘'ready-made answers” to 

economic sore points between her 
country and the U.S. 

Meeting with reporters, she also 
recommended the U.S. broaden its 
dialogue with the Soviets on arms 
control. 

Taking note of the recent surge in 
the value of the dollar, she said. 
“We're well aware of problems of 
the mounting strength of the dollar 
and its problems for the rest of the 
world. I’m afraid we haven't any 
ready-made answers." 

She said she found in her discus- 
sions with President Ronald Reagan 
on Wednesday and with Treasury- 
Secretary James Baker III and other 
cabinet members yesterday, a gener- 
al recognition that the mounting 
U.S. deficit was a problem which 


must be dealt w-ith. But that solu- 
tions to be problem were not agreed 
upon. 

"I found ... there is a recognition 
of the need to get the deficit down ... 
but the question is by how much and 
how to do it/' she said. 

The prime minister said market 
forces may be able to turn around 
the strong dollar but that she was not 
sure how or when that might occur. 

She said she told American lead- 
ers during her visit that the U.S. 
would be “better likely to get good 
results" if it broadened its talkswitb 
the Soviets to include a variety of the 
top Soviet leaders. 

She said this became clear after 
her talks with lop Soviet official 
Mikhail Gorbachev, who visited 
London recently. “If we are to get 
better results in arms control talks, 
we need more discussions and dia- 
logue." Thatcher said. 


Genscher quitting as Bonn party leader 


CAIRO tAP). - Energy and Elec- 
tricity Minister Maher Abaza said 
yesteday Egypt is evaluating offers 
from American, West German. 
French and Italian firms to build and 
finance its first nuclear-power sta- 
tion. 

Speaking at a news conference, 
Abaza said the award decision, to be 
taken by a committee of legal and 
technical officials of the Planning 
Economy. Justice. Finance and 
Energy Ministries, is expected in 
May. nearly one year after the origi- 
nal ly planned date . . 

He said Egypt is waiting for the 
concerned western governments to 
guarantee financing the nuclear sta- 
tion. which is scheduled to go on line 
by 1992. 

The U.S. has offered Egypt $250 
million as part financing for a bid by 
Westinghouse and Bechtel. Tire 
West German government has 


pledged S645m. to guarantee a bid 
by Kraftwerk Union' 

The French and Italian govern- 
ments also have made an unspecified 
offer to guarantee the bid by a con- 
sortium from the two countries. 

Abaza said the American and 
West German offers were to build 
one nuclear reactor esrimared to cost 
S2.4 billion. He said the French- 
Italian offer is to build* two reactors 
for which he gave no cost estimate. 

“The number of reactors we build 
depends on our final evaluation of 
the offers." he said. 

Egypt plans to build eight nuclear 
reactors in the next 20 years to cover 
around one-third of its expected 
energy consumption. Abaza pre- 
viously said nuclear power would 
meet 40 per cent of energy consump- 
tion. but yesterday he said that goal 
is “a bit exaggerated." 


BONN (Reuter). - West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher steps down as leader of the 
Liberal Free Democratic Party 
(FDP) this weekend in an apparent 
bid to heal internal divisions and to 
reverse the party's flagging fortunes. 

Genscher. 57. is to hand over the 
party chairmanship to Economics 
Minister Martin Bangemann at a con- 
gress in Saarbruecken aimed at en- 
ding more than two years of upheav- 
al and often acrimonious policy dis- 
putes within the FDP. 

The longest-serving foreign minis- 
ter in the West after a decade in 
office. Genscher has said he is stand- 
ing aside because government work 
leaves him too little time to deal with 


party affairs and prepare for an elec- 
tion due by 1987. 

However, leading FDP officials 
say he has responded to party press- 
ure for a new leader to help to 
overcome deep internal rifts left by 
the FDP's switch from a coalition 
with the Social Democrats (SPD) to 
an alliance with the conservatives in 
1982. 

According to opinion polls, the 
party, with 35 members in the 520- 
seat Bundestag, at present has the 
support of only three per cent of the 
electorate. 

This puts it weli below the mini- 
mum of 5 per cent of the votes 
needed to secure a place in the 
assembly and would mean political 
annihilation in an election. 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - The 
South African government 
announced a major concession 
yesterday in plans for the mass re- 
moval of blacks from townships near 
Cape Town that have caused rioting 
in the Crossroads squatter camp and 
elsewhere. 

Die government announced a re- 
versal of plans to remove tens of 
thousands of blacks around Cape 
Town who have the right of resi- 
dence. Black opponents of apartheid 
described it as a panic reaction to 
rioting. 

The measure would not affect 
many residents of the Crossroads 
camp, near Cape Town, “illegals" 
and squatters who lack residence 
rights and remain under the threat of 
resettlement. 

Crossroads was quiet yesterday 
after IS blacks died in dashes this 
week sparked off by fears that re- 
moval to a controversial new 
township at Khayelitsha was immi- 
nent. 

Outbreaks continued, however .in 
efthe? townships across SoutfTXfrica. 
where black discontent has led to 
disturbances in the past year in 
which about 200 people have been 
killed. 

Police used birdshot. rubber bul- 
lets. tear gas and whips to disperse 
crowds of blacks numbering up to 
2 . 000 . 

A black man was killed in a clash 
at Seeisoville. in the Orange Free 


State, police said. Riots were re- 
ported near Port Elizabeth in the 
Eastern Cape and Kimberley, 
Northeast Cape. 

Cooperation. Development and 
Education Minister Gerrit VUjoen. 
responsible for black affairs, said the 
government had approved the intro- 
duction of 99-year leasehold rights 
for blacks in Langa. Nyanga and 
Guguletu townships. 

The concession applies to about 
half the 25P.000 blacks around Cape 
Town having the right of abode, but 
does not apply to “illegals" and 
squatters who have flooded in from 
poor tribal homelands without the 
permits required under apartheid 
law's. 

Meanwhile, seven opponents of 
the government appeared in a Dur- 
ban court yesterday in preparation 
for what lawyers expect to be the 
country's most important treason 
trial in a quarter of a century. 

The five black and two Indian 
defendants^- including. United 
Democratic Front (UDF) President 
Albertina Stsulu. wife of jailed black 
nationalist leader ■ Waiter Sisulu. 
were remanded until March 15. 
when it wiU be decided whether they 
should be detained until the trial 
itself. 

The seven were seized in a nation- 
wide swoop last Tuesday and will 
join eight opposition leaders already 
in detention.

ATHENS ( AP). - The publisher of a 
conservative Athens diaily was shot 
dead yesterday as he drove to his 
office in the city centre, police said. 

Nicholas Momferratos. publisher 
of Apoghevmarini (Aftemooner), 
was kitled by three gunmen who 
pumped bullets through the closed 
window of his limousine at a busy 
intersection, a police spokesman 
said. 

The spokesman said Momferraros’ 
driver also was killed in the attack. 


BOSTON (AP). - The medical cost 
of the Aids epidemic will exceed 
$500 million this year, and a federal 
fund may be necessary to pay for 
treatment of the catastrophic dis- 
ease. researchers conclude in a re- 
port issued yesterday. 

The researchers estimate that at 
least 400.000 people in the U.S. have 
been infected so far with the sus- 
pected Aids virus HTLV-3. The dis- 
ease is so new that no one knows 
what proportion of these people will 
actually get Aids, or Acquired Im- 
mune Deficiency Syndrome. 

Recent surveys show that the in- 
fection is spreading rapidly among 
homosexuals who lfve in cities other 
than New York and San Francisco, 


where the disease was first concen- 
trated. 

“Given what is already known 
about the high and rising serop reva- 
lence (blood evidence) of HTLV-3 
in known risk groups and the poten- 
tial for spread to other populations, 
the implications of the presence of 
this virus in a community are stag- 
gering." the researchers wrote in the 
New England Journal of Medicine . 

The report, which summarized re- 
cent findings about the scope of the 
epidemic, was written by Dr. Shel- 
don Landesman of Downstate 
Medical Centre in New York City 
and two physicians from the Nation- 
al Institutes of Health.

KUWAIT (Reuter). - Kuwaitis 
have chosen a new national assem- 
bly. opting for surprise changes 
which diplomats say signal mounting 
concern over government social and 
economic policies. 

Results announced yesterday for 
Wednesday's election show that 
over half the 50 members voted into 
the next assembly - the only elected 
Persian Gulf Arab parliament - will 
be new. 

Despite frequent allegations dur- 
ing the election of bribery and other 
irregularities among candidates, di- 
plomats bailed the government's 
handling of the polls as “a model of 
fair play.*’ 

“The fad polls are held at all in 
this region is unique. On top of that, 
they've let in some harsh oppo- 
nents," said one. 

Islamic fundamentalists again won 
a handful of seats to consolidate the 


foothold they gained in the 1981 
elections. 

Kuwait bars political parties. But 
tribal, religious and other affiliations 
create broad streams of opinion. 

Arab nationalists, the opposition 
in the 1960s and 1970s until the then 
emir suspended parliament in 1976, 
scored a five-seat comeback after 
failing dismally four years ago. 

They seek to diversify the oil- 
reliant economy, to widen the 
franchise, and to institute constitu- 
tional changes which would reduce 
the power of the ruling family. 

As expected, conservatives will 
again dominate the assembly. 

But they appear now to include a 
broader dreie of so-called reformists 
and technocrats prepared to ques- 
tion stale policy.

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ANKARA, - Turkey is voicing con- 
cern over allegations that ethnic 
Turks in Bulgaria are being haras- 
sed. but is using quiet diplomacy to 
tackle the issue. 

Parliament discussed the charges 
Wednesday behind closed doors to 
avoid dramatizing the subject. Six 
Turkish Foreign Ministry officials 
and Turkey’s ambassador in Sotia. 
Omer Lutem, addressed the session. 

The government says it has evi- 
dence that ethnic Turks are being 
forced to take Bulgarian names and 
to drop Islam, but has not confirmed 
news reports vigorously denied by 
Bulgaria that up to' 500 have been 
killed. 

A Western diplomat in Ankara 
told Reuters his country had 
“reasonably firm" reports that 200 
people who resisted the change had 
been killed. 

Foreign Minister Vahit Halefoglu 


told the Bulgarian ambassador in 
Ankara this week that if the charges 
were untrue, Bulgaria should allow 
diplomats and journalists to visit the 
areas. 

Turkish newspapers yesterday re- 
ported the government had decided 
a seven-point policy on the question. 
This included a dose watch on the 
situation, lobbying other Moslem 
countries and possibly turning to the 
UN. 

The reported policy also included 
sending trucks that are heading to 
Europe on a Black Sea ferry to 
Rumania rather than overland 
through Bulgaria. 

A Reuter correspondent tried to 
visit one of the main Turkish- 
populated areas in Bulgaria this 
month, but he was turned back at 
offidal road blocks. However, two 
Bulgarians in the area told him there 
had been shooting and one said there 
had been deaths.

If it is true that ethnic Turks are 
being forced to take Bulgarian 
names, the reason is unclear though 
some reports say Sofia wants to 
minimize the numbers of Turks for a 
census due later this year. 

Turkish offidaJs say the issue has 
been smouldering for some time and 
that the Turks in Bulgaria have 
effectively been deprived of rights to 
education, to use their language and 
practise their culture. 

Turkish newspapers, using letteis 
and messages from'Bulgarian Turks, 
have quoted many examples of indi- 


viduals forced to take Bulgarian 
names. 

The daily Gunaydin on Wednes- 
day printed a picture of four-year- 
old Kenan Evren. namesake of the 
Turkish president, who it said was 
now called Kamen Angelov Kara- 
bashev. 

About 100 relatives lobbied par- 
liament Wednesday, and many have 
been passing their information to 
journalists. Reuter has seen three 
letters which confirm the name- 
change drive, but do not speak expli- 
ritly of deaths. 

One of them, from the town of 
Ruse on Bulgaria's border with 
Rumania, talked of “incidents" on 
January 24 and 25. 

“It is no lie to say our names are 
being crossed from the books. When 
we were helpless, when nobody 
came to our aid. our blood turned to 
lakes, our tears were like a flood,” 
the letter said. 


NOUMEA. New Caledonia (Reu- 
ter). - Five leaders of a right-wing 
anti-independence party in France’s 
troubled Pacific territory of New 
Caledonia said yesterday they would 
ignore an order by French special 
envoy Edgard Pisani to leave. 

Police served orders on the five 
followingclashes between police and 
militant independence-seeking 
Kanaks, local Melanesians, in the 
nickel-mining town of Thio last Sun- 
day. 

Pisani, mediating between the 
Kanaks and white settlers opposed 
to independence, blamed the 
Caledonian Front Party for provok- 
ing the fighting in which 11 people 
were injured. 

The violence erupted after right- 
wingers held a picnic in Thio, a 
Kanak militant stronghold on the 
coast. 

The five Caledonian Front leaders 
said they had no intention of com- 
plying with the orders which require 


them to leave the territory by mid- 
night local time on Monday. 

During a visit td New Caledonia 
earlier this year. President Francois 
Mitterrand pledged that the Thio 
mine would be reopened as a sign of 
return to normality on the island. 

But the mine, where production 
was halted last November when 
Kanak militants barricaded roads, is 
still not working.

despite mounting pressure in the- 
past decade, and which has been 
re-affirmed by subsequent adminis- 
trations. 

The Labour MK finds it ironic that 
then Likud opposition leader 
Menaehem Begin had strongly criti- 
cized the 1975 agreement, arguing, 
“You gave land to Egypt and got . 
payment for it from America.” Be- 
gin had dismissed outright the need 
for an American commitment re- 
garding the PLO. However, Dinitz 
adds drily, “by 1978 the Rabin gov- 
ernment's line had become the cor- 
nerstone of Begin's policy." Here he 
recalls that Kissinger had stated that 
the commitment was given not be- 
cause of 'any Israeli request but be- 
cause it was in America's interests. 
As Kissinger has written, “The in- 
terest of the U.S. precludes dealing 
with the PLO. That organization is 
decidely not assisting the peace pro- 
cess but only raises obstacles.” 

BEN-ELISSAR_OFFERS a diffe- . 
rent" .perspective^ on* the Hussein- 
Arafat agreement. "It’s not only a 
PR gimmick, but a ploy by them 
both in cahoots with Mubarak to 
delude the Americans. Egypt, Jor- 
dan and the PLO have shared a 
common aim since Arafat called on 
Mubarak, after he was kicked out of 
Tripoli by Assad. They began to 
weave their web even before Hus- 
sein renewed his diplomatic rela- 
tions with Cairo. 

“They are working on ways of how 
best to squeeze Israel back behind 
the 1967 cease-fire lines including 
Jerusalem, and they plan to use the 
U.S. to this end. They want to get 
the Americans to bring pressure to 
bear on Israel. The first ploy of the 


new axis was the Arafat-Mubarak 
meeting, then came the Arafat- 
Hussein confab, followed by Hus- 
sein's call on Mubarak. Of course. 
Arafat's aims go much further than 
the axis' current target. 

“So far none of them has managed 
to get the U.S. to play along in 
pressuring Israel, and Mubarak- 
needed some kind of PR gimmick 
from Hussein and Arafat. So finally 
the Egyptians got what they wanted 
just before Mubarak goes to 
Washington. However, they 
reached nothing of substantive sig- 
nificance. They could hardly do so. 
After all Arafat and Hussein do not 
share the same aims. So they 
reached some kind of superficial 
declaration^ but one that says no- 
thing in concrete terms. " 

The Herut MK dismisses their talk 
of “territory for peace" as “totally 
meaningless." 

“It's a lovely slogan. It could also 
refer to Jaffa, and even mean terri- 
tory without Jews...’’ 

.. . . Even the. Americans. Ben-Elissar 
says, have not been taken in by the 
PR gimmick this time, after having 
even taken the so-called Fahd Plan 
seriously. Nor-have- the Europeans 
taken the bait; neither French Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand nor British 
Premier Margaret Thatcher, nor 
even the Italians, who were more 
inclined to gullibility where Arab 
declarations were concerned. 

The former ambassador notes 
wonderingly that President Mubar- 
ak has just declared that Israel would 
be making a mistake if it does not 
accept the Hussein-Arafat “initia- 
tive." Ben-Elissar does not quite 
grasp which initiative the president 
was referring to. “He’s repeating the 


tired slogan that Egypt should finally 
abandon. For Egypt has to appreci- 
ate that no Israeli government will 
acquiese in the establishment of a 
Palestinian state, not even a narrow 
Labour coalition, never mind the 
present national unity govern mem. 
So he's wasting his time if he thinks 
he can sell his grand design to 
Washington as part of the peace 
momentum.'* 

Hussein, says Dinitz. "wants a 
mandate without giving up his own 
aims, which are certainly not those 
of Arafat. He also wants to know 
how the negotiating process will end 
before it begins. He wants the U.S. 
to force Israel to accept his line, 
which they cannot do even if they so 
desired. They, for their part, tell him 
if we knew how the talks will end. 
then there'd be no need to 
start... Hussein wants to swim with- 
out getting wet.” 

I recalled historian Barbara Tuch- 
man's interview with Israel TV in 
which she pinpointed Hussein's lack 
of courage as the source of the 
absence of peace. Dinitz concurs, 
noting that the Hashemite monarch 
■Trad lacked courage' in all crucial 
decisions so far. “He went to war 
when he should have stayed out: he 
stayed out of the fray when he might 
have benefited; and now he's not 
rising to Israel's renewed offer of 
negotiations when conditions are so 
favourable to him. especially with 
Labour in government. 

“Hussein has always sought insur- 
ance with double indemnity. All 
along he's had American guarantees 
that Israel won’t take over the West 
Bank, while Israel's very presence 
has kept the PLO from taking over. 
But he’d better hiiny because facts 
are being established on the ground 
that will not be in his favour," Dinitz 
declared. 

He adds that Hussein was offered 
a very good formula by Israel, with 
even the national unity government 
offering to negotiate' without any 
pre-conditions. "We say we don't tie 
you down to any limitations. What 
could be more liberal than this? It is 
certainly a good basis for starting 
negotiations. If any really concrete 
offers were made, they might bring 
down the government and plunge us 
into new elections. 

“But as we lack any partner for 
talks, there's no point in bringing the 
matter before the electorate. I think 
that it must be realized that even 
those Israelis who are ready for 
territorial compromise in return for 
lasting peace are unwilling to have 
things handled by parcel post," he 
says. 

TALKING to Ben-Elissar of 
Egypt’s role, I wondered whether 
the signals emerging from Cairo in- 
dicated that Mubarak was abandon- 
ing the Camp David framework. The 
Likud foreign affairs spokesman did 
not think that the Egyptian leader's 
agreement with Hussein and Arafat 
meant he had ditched the line of his 
predecessor totally; rather that 
Mubarak is dodging any real chance 
for reviving the peace momentum. 

“After ail, he knows that any bid 
to bring in the PLO is a non-starter. 
While I do not think that Egypt 
wishes to abandon its peace treaty. 
I'm convinced that the Mubarak reg- 
ime would very much like to deal 
with a much weaker Israel." 

Does he too regard Mubarak's top 
adviser. Osama el-Baz as the 
architect of the Hussein-Arafat dec- 
laration? "Certainly, together with

of American orthdoxy and that of 
the Conservative movement on the 
role of women in Judaism . Last week 
the Conservative Rabbinical Assem- 
bly voted to allow the ordination of 
women as rabbis. 

Leaders of the women's prayer 
group movement, which is said to 
. include six groups of 12 to 50 women 
each in the New York area alone, 
expressed anger and dismay at the

responsa, and announced as their 
response to the document the forma- 
tion of an association called the 
Women’s Tefila Network (WTN). 

Rivkeh Haut, one of the organiz- 
ers, told The Long Island Jewish 
World that WTN will, “encourage 
women in every sizable Jewish com- 
munity to form their own davening 
groups.” 

HAUT ADDED that the WTN will 
“reach out to other women and let 
those in far-off comers know that if 
they want to start a group, we can 
help them get started,' lend them 
Toras and offer them advice.” 

Participants in the women's 
prayer groups insist that while they 
have formed their prayer groups in 
order to have a more direct experi- 
ence of Judaism, they do not ques- 
tion -the use of the mechitzah in 
Orthodox synagogues, or the pro- 
hibition against women being called 
to the Torah or forming minyanim. 
The women maintain that they avoid 
all prayers and blessings meant to be 
recited only at an official communal 
prayer, where a minyan is required. 

All the groups meet only once a- 
month so as to avoid forcing a choice 
on women between the group and 
ihe weekly communal prayers many 
families attend together. 

According to Nechama Liss- 
Levenson, of the Great Neck 
Women’s Prayer Group: “It’s a reli- 
gious and spiritual addition rather 
than a choice," she said. 

Yet the five talmudists, Rabbis 
Herscbel Schacter, Abraham Bron- 
spiegel, Yehuda Fames. Nissan Alpert 
and Mordecai Willig, all members of 
Yeshiva University’s Rabbi Isaac 
Elchanan Theological Seminary, re- 
jected the women’s arguments. 

According to the Hebrew lan- 
guage responsa. “The women are 
gathering together to form a special 
minyan by themselves, to seem as 
though they are really a minyan. ” 

The rabbis termed the women's 
prayer groups; “a total and very 


apparent deviation from tradition” 
and “an imitation of the goyim . since 
all of these customs are coming from 
the movement for the emancipation 
of women, which in this area is only 
for licentiousness." 

"We are turning to the leaders of 
the RCA," the rabbis wrote, “to 
stand very strongly against this 
breach." 

RESPONDING THAT: “(the rab- 
bis) are totally falsifying what we're 
doing." Haut stated. “None of the 
rabbiAothered to contact us. Every 
(women's prayer)' group makes it 
clear they are not a minyan. " 

Responsa authors Pames, Willig, 
and Bronspiegel conceded to Larry 
Cohler of the Jewish World that they 
had not contacted any of the 
women's prayer groups in the course 
of formulating their document. 
However, according to Paraes: 

One of the five rabbis, who re- 
quested anonymity, commented: 

“What are the women doing this 
for? A psychological lift? It has no 
halachic meaning. If they want to get 
their kicks, there are other ways to 
doit.” 

Asked by Cohler if he was satis- 
fied with the thoroughness of the 
investigation carried out by the five 
talmudists before they issued their 
responsa, the RCA president re- 
sponded; 

“Halacha works differently than 
that... I don't think the rabbis have 
to explain how they went about it. 
They don'r owe the women any- 
thing." 

Bernstein said a number of prom- 
inent modem Orthodox rabbis who 
have allowed womens prayer 
groups in their synagogues, such as 
Rabbi Saul Berman of Manhattan's 
Lincoln Square synagogue and Rab- 
bi Avi Weiss of the Hebrew Institute 
of Riverdale, will “now face added 
pressure” as a result of the responsa. 
He added, “if (Rabbi Saul) Berman 
wants to do this, be must now justify 
it - there's a tshuvah now.” 

Haut said of the responsa; “I think 
the rabbis are afraid. It's never been 
done for women to take ritual into' 
their own hands... before, women 
couldn't read or understand. 

“Now we are pumped full of 
education, and they still expect us to 
sit passively behind the mechitzah. ” 


Butros Ghali. (Egyptian minister of 
state in the Foreign Ministry). I do 
not believe that anything Israel will 
do or offer Cairo will change their 
policies, unless we capitulate so far 
as to retreat to the 1967 lines and 
abandon Jerusalem. 

“The fuss over Taba and Lebanon 
on their part is so much eyewash and 
quite irrelevant." 

Isn't Hussein putting himself at 
risk? “Most decidedly. Hussein is 
riding a tiger, which he hopes will 
prove to be tame. But the past 
should prove that he is thereby rais- 
ing a question mark over the survival 
of the Hashemite dynasty in Jordan. 
After all Arafat's bid to dispossess 
Hussein in 1970 is part of living 
memory..." 

Generally speaking. Ben-Elissar 
does not believe that Jordan is going 
through more than the motions of 
backing up Arafat and Mubarak. In 
fact, the Iting realizes that circumst- 
ances are nor yet ripe for any real 
movement. 

“In a nutshell, the Arab axis' 
current ploy may be best described 
by using the French phrase coup 
d'epee dans I'eau - the sword 
slashing the water. They all realize 
that now is not the right rime for any 
new Middle East initiative. The 
Saudis are going through the mo- 
tions lest their” primacy be chal- 
lenged. while Egypt thinks that it can 


reassert a leadership role in the Arab 
world by making as much noise as 
possible." he declares. 

THE LABOUR and Likud MKs 
share similar views in evaluating the 
American position. To the best of 
Dinitz’s knowledge the U.S. is treat- 
ing the Hussein-Arafat declaration 
with much caution and has already 
made clear that the test is a willing- 
ness to negotiate with Israel and not 
to offer a face-saver to Washington. 
Here he adds: 

“Should the U.S. persist in this 
sober analysis, then the prospects 
will heighten of Hussein taking the 
plunge.' However should the U.S. 
fall for this (rick, it will lead the 
Middle East into a stalemate, which 
as we know from past experience 
could lead to war." 

As to the possibility of a U.S.- 
Soviet confab on the Middle East, 
the Labour MK believes it requires 
watching carefully, because experi- 
ence had shown that serious de- 
velopments could ensue from sup- 
posedly routine discussions. Here he 
recalls how the meeting of Gromyko 
and Vance in October 1977 promp- 
ted Sadat to make his historic jour- 
ney to Jerusalem. 

He discounts rumours that the 
Americans arc somehow in the back- 
ground of the Amman deliberations, 
concurring with Ben-Elissar's depic- 


tion of el-Baz’s masterminding the 
affair. Mubarak's counsellor, he 
points out. had always been the 
torch-bearer of the Palestinian cause 
in the Egyptian hierarchy. Dinitz 
recalls the active role of el-Baz in 
pushing the Palestinian case at the 
Camp David discussions, explaining 
“other Egyptians give him a free 
hand so that he’ll take the Palesti- 
nian issue off their backs." 

IF THE Americans were to consult 
Ben-Elissar. he would urge them to 
avoid getting involved in any new 
Middle East initiative right now. 
“The time is not ripe, and circumst- 
ances are not suitable for it. Our 
national unity government was 
brought into being to tackle our 
economic problems and settle the 
Lebanon issue, in that order 1 
emphasize. Any initiative of that 
kind would bring down the govern- 
ment. Does the U.S. want that to 
happen? 

“if I were asked for my advice. I 
would tell the Americans. ’Don't 
touch it!’ As for Soviet-American 
talks. Ben-Elissar believes that the 
U.S. realizes that any international 
conference Moscow envisages would 
be against the interests of the U.S. 
and against furthering peace in the 
Middle East.

On another occasion Sharon ac- 
cused Rabin of indirectly causing 
Arab terror to swell in the West 
Bank because of hesitancy about 
annexing it. Rabin returned fire. 
There were fewer terrorist incidents 
in the West Bank under Labour rule 
than under the Likud, he said. No 
doubt, the hardest blow to Arik was 
Rabin's scoffing at Sharon's illusions 
of a "grand design" for a Lebanon 
ruled by the Jemayel clan. 

Times change. It was only when 
Rabin became chief-of-staff that 
Sharon’s frozen army caFeer-began_. 
to thaw. When Rabin became pre- 
mier, he risked the ire of fellow 
Labourites by installing Arik as his 
advisor on counter-terrorism. Shar- 
on returned the compliment, when 
he was defence minister, by callingin 
his old commander for advice on the 
siege of Beirut. 

Old memories like these often 
cross party lines. For example, 
during the War of Independence 
Arik was extricated from a sticky 
situation during the inconclusive 
Battle for Latrun by the man we now 
know as finance minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i. 

DESPITE HIS heavy responsibili- 
ties, Rabin seems less uptight and 
happier than in recent years. 
Perhaps that explains why he's been 
so forgiving to his talkative political 
adviser Niva Lanir after her boastful 
interview in New York with an old 
reporter pal. Ada Hos. now working 
for the emigre paper Israel Shelanu. 
Lanir talked, according to the inter- 
view about how she tried to influ- 
ence the cabin el and how Rabin 
takes "mv advice more than others 
I've worked for like Meir Pa'il and 
Arye (Loval Eliav.** Apparently she 
was modest enough to say. “I don't 
pretend to run ihe ministry." Lanir 
now denies giving any interview, and 
her boss has apparently accepted the 
explanation. 

PRIME MINISTER Shimon Peres’ 


"THE LORD spoke to Moses, 
saving: Tell the Israelite people to 
bring Me gifts: you shall accept gifts 
for Me froni even person whose 
heart so moves him" (Exodus 25:1- 
2. New Jewish Publication Society 
translation). 

He that bestowed the Law upon 
them: He that split the sea for their 
safe crossing: He that gave them the 
heavenly bread and provided for 
their upkeep in the desert - He 
requests now from them, that they 
shall give Him gifts of gold and silver 
and brass.

CROSSING SWORDS 


historic meeting with Pope Paul 
John n was certainly of a more 
cordial nature than a' previous en- 
counter between a pontiff and a 
leader of the Jewish State. Pope Paul 
VI and then premier GoMa Meir met 
12 years ago. and it seems they didn't 
get on at all. The Holy See went out 
of the way to snub Golda in its 
official communique. 

Labour MX Simcba Dfnitz. who 
was then Golda's top aide, recalls an 
amusing incident. After Golda's au- 
dience ended, there was an exchange 
of gifts. Her entourage was ushered 
in to receive medallions from the 
pope. Things proceeded smoothly 
when Dinitz and Golda's secretary, 
Lou Kedar. received their gifts, but 
when his Holiness offered a similar 
present to their security guard, the 
young man became so flustered that 
he handed his briefcase, containing 
an Uzi submachine-gun, to the 
pope. 

THUMBING YOUR NOSE at an 
emperor is not an everyday activity’, 
and a highlight of the Peres visit in 
Rome was stopping at the Forum, 
where he stood beneath the Arch of 
Titus. The famous monument bears 
the Latin inscription “ Judea Capta" 
referring to the emperor's putting an 
end to Jewish national independ- 
ence. The arch depicts enslaved 
Hebrews carrying captured temple 
vessels. Poor Titus. Enjoying the 
view of history from his arch was not 
only the eighth prime minister of the 
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reborn Jewisb State, but also Minis- 
ter for Special Duties Ezer Weiz- 
man; head of the Prime Minister's 
Bureau. Boaz Eppelbanm; the 
P.M.'s political adviser Nimrod 
Novik; media counsellor Uri Savir; 
the director-general of the Prime 
Minister's Office Avraham 
(Abrasha) Tamir and military secret- 
ary Aluf-Mishne Azrid Nevo. 

Twenty years ago P-'res and Weiz- 
man also visited Italy together. 
Peres, then deputy defence minister, 
accompanied then premier and de- 
fence minister Levi Eshkol, along 
with Weizman, then O.C. IAF on 
some as yet classified mission. I'm 
told that Peres’ lasting memory of 
that trip was how Ezer took them on 
a carriage ride through the streets of 
Naples. He took over the reins and 
drove the horses at a dizzy speed, 
threatening to overturn the carriage. 

BEFORE he emplaned for Rome 
and Bucharest, Peres was host at a 
Shabbat eve dinner at his Jerusalem 
residence for ten guests, including 
U.S. Jewish leaders here for the 
Jewish Agency Board of Governors' 
sessions, such as Max Fisher of De- 
troit. Steve and Lilian Shalom of 
New York, plus Lord Weidenfeld, 
Peres' publisher in London. Sonya 
Peres cooked and served with hub- 
bv's help, but without any servants. 


A day or two earlier Peres was a 
guest at the dinner party tendered by 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek for 
Lord Weidenfeld. his old friend 
from Vienna. The publisher arrived 
here together with Mrs. Ann Getty of 
San Francisco, wife of Gordon Get- 
ty, the richest man in America 
according to Forbes magazine. They 
had just sailed down the Nile from 
Aswan, stopping off to see the anti- 
quities. along with such celebrities as 
ex-U.S. ambassador to the UN. 
Prof. Jeanne Kirkpatrick and the 
exiled King of Bulgaria. Weidenfeld 
told me that the Wheatland Founda- 
tion of San Francisco, of which Mrs. 
Getty is president and he chairman, 
is to sponsor a conference on cultural 
exchange through orchestras in Jeru- 
salem as part of the 1986 Israel 
Festival. 

FORMER premier Menacfaem Be- 
gin is feeling much better, or so a 
faithful disciple. Knesset Interior 
Committee chairman Dov Shilansky, 
has been telling people. While the 
old IZL soldier prays for a return to 
the fray of his old commander, the 
top Herut leadership are treating as 
a status symbol the length of time 
they spend with Begin at his home in 
Jerusalem. Until this week the top of 
the list was held jointly by Vice- 
Premier and Foreign Minister Yit- 


zbak Shamir and Minister without 
portfolio Mosne Arens- an Hour ana 
a quarter apiece. 

Then Sharon came visiting and 
stayed a record-breaking hour-and- 
a-half. That must have upset Deputy 
Premier David Levy, who has fallen 
way behind in this particular scram- 
ble for status. The two who most 
frequently see Begin are bis long- 
time aide. Yefaiel Kadishai, who calls 
almost daily with the mail and the 
papers, and former government 
secretary and MK Dan Meridor, who 
reports at least once weekly. 

FINANCE MINISTER Moda'i's 
bid to expand his powers under the 
aegis of the Budget Law was a non- 
starter at this week's cabinet meet- 
ing. When Energy Minisrter Moshe 
Staahal fumed that. "It's inaccept- 
able that any single minister can set 
himself up as a super-star/' Reli- 
gious Affairs Minister Yosef Burg 
passed him a note, on which was 
written: '"Don't you mean super-sar 
(minister)?” 

MAPAM VETERAN Victor Staem- 
tov will soon be getting into hot 
water with some of his fellow politi- 
cians. Not only has he quit being 
party secretary-general on reaching 
the age of 70. but he even handed in 
the keys of the Fiesta car that went 
with the job. When someone asked: 
"What's the hurry?", Shemtov re- 
torted: "I've quit the job." He then 
sat down and wrote thank-you notes 
to 44 staff members at Mapam HQ. 


■BETTING is on at the Foreign 
Ministry over who wiU get the job of 
spokesman in view- of the impending 
departure of Avi Pazner for the 
Washington Embassy. Two names 
mentioned: deputy spokesman Ehud 
GoD. who came in for praise for his 
handling of the media during the 
Beersheba talks, and a recent retur- 
nee from the Washington embassy. 
OdedEran. 

THE LAUNCHING of an Arab 
satellite into space at an investment 
of S220m. does not mean that Israel 
is failing behind. Well be leasing 
part of Intelsat - the International 
Communication Satellite - from 
January 1986. so I learned from Hezi 
Carmel, managing director of General 
Satellite Co. at his Ramat Gan 
offices. 

In five years' time we should have 
our own kosher satellite in space at 
an investment of SI 00m.. Carmel 
assured me. noting that it took the 
Arabs nine years to get their space 
act together. The company, which 
has among its principals former 
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Amit, is registered in the UK and has 
offices in Paris and San Antonio. ■ 
Meanwhile well have to make do 
with the symbolic presence in space 
of two mezazot and a miniature 
Israeli flag, to be carried by the first 
American Jewisb astronaut, Jeffrey 
Hoffman, due to take off aboard the 
coming flight of spaceship Challen- 
ger. Hoffman, who is involved in 
Houston Jewish communal affairs, 
told Maariv's Oded Grapot that he 
plans to hand over the flag to the 
Israeli Consulate. One mezuza will 
go to the Jewish Museum in New 
York and the other to the Israel 
Museum. 

FORMER Ihud Hakibbutzim 
secretary Senta Josephthal is heading 
the United Kibbutz Movement and 
Kibbutz Artzi inquiry commission 
into the involvement of their finan- 
cial managers in grey money market 
speculation. I learn from Histadrut 
sources that the investigation will 
focus on the lending of $30m. to the 
troubled group of Yosef Rieger and 
Efiezer Fishman, some S5m. to Tel 
Aviv businessman Yoram GD and 
more recently $80ra. to financier 
David Bates. 

It is not very often that a South 
African artist exhibits in this coun- 
try.

SCIENCE has determined that hu- 

f ins use only a fraction of their 
ain power. Potential is 
mendous, and studies throughout 
me world have chronicled the 
achievements of those who seem to 
have harnessed more of their brain's 
ability than ordinary mortals. 

The discovery . of the brain’s 
potential owes much to German sci- 
entist Hans Berger, who in 1926 
invented the electroencephalo- 
graph, or EEG. By attaching small 
metal plates (electrodes) against the 
skin of the cranium, Berger obtained 
readings of electrical brain activity at 


material capital on’ which we have 
been living for the last decade. 

The ideologues cannot be 
bothered by the facts: yet. what 
history has forged cannot be undone 
overnight, even if one wanted to do 
away with all its legacies of social, 
economic and political institutions 
and values. But even a counter- 
revolution, Kristol-style, would be 
of no help in overcoming the prob- 
lems of the present and of the im- 
mediate future. 

Counter-revolutions, like revolu- 
tions themselves, destroy before 
they can build - and between the 
destroying and the building there 
passes a lot of time. More time than 
we have. 

Our answer to the ideologues and 
to their Israeli disciples could be 
simple - that we have no time for 
experiments and no resources to be 
able to afford even the destruction of 
what works less than perfectly. We 
might tell them that we have no 
choice but to work our way out of 
our troubles with the social, econo- 
mic and political system that we 
have. 

MORE SERIOUS than the counsels 
offered by the peddlers of ideologic- 
al surplus goods are the demands 
that are, however politely, being 
presented by those who really hold 
the purse-strings. These demands 
deserve a closer examination. They 
have been spelled out recenrly by 
Stuart Eisenstat. adviser to former 
President Jimmy Carter, who did us 
the service of finding out precisely 
what they are from President Ronald 
Reagan’s adviser, Herbert Stein. 

The demands are six in number: 

□ To slash $2 billion from the 
budget; 

a To eliminate the subsidies in 
order to reduce consumption; 

□ To devalue the currency, even if it 
causes high inflation; 

□ To exrise price increases from the 
cost of living allowance and to prac- 
tise “wage restraint”; 

□ To abolish the linkage system; 

□ To give, the Bank of Israel more 
independence, so that it may refuse 
to prim money at the behest of the 
government. 

Let us look at these demands one 
by one. The first, it would seem from 
a glance at the budget, has nearly 
been met. That, however, only 
appears so at first sight. A closer 
look reveals that most of the budget 
cuts, except for defence, take the 
form of higher taxes or payments for 
public services. 

These taxes (including the cuts in 


Saving Israel

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subsidies) amount to between 5 and 
6 per cent of the gross national 
product. In terms of the reduction in 
aggregate demand - which is the 
whole purpose of the exercise - they 
would be equivalent to a cut in 
government operations of the same 
size, if one could be sure that the 
public would not divert savings to 
current consumption. 

There is no assurance of that. The 
flow of savings may well be partly 
diverted to propping up the custom- 
ary standards of consumption. 


to reduce the real level of public 
services. 

IT IS EASY enough to talk about 
reducing what is abstractly called 
"transfer payments." The matter 
looks different when one puts such 
cuts in their real terms - old-age 
pensions, child allowances and so 
on. 

We may, for the sake of the argu- 
ment. gloss over the fact that for 3(1 
these transfer payment we have all 
been paying out national insurance

although there is a plausible theory 
that people hold on to their stock of 
savings even when their current in- 
come is curtailed. 

If the current flow of savings 
shrinks to replenish part of the pur- 
chasing power mopped up by the 
additional taxes, consumption will, 
of course, fall by less than the 
amount of the additional taxes. 
Moreover, the hypothesis that peo- 
ple will not touch their nest-eggs to 
bolster their currem consumption is 
no more than a hypothesis. It follows 
that cutting government operations 
would cut consumption more, and 
more immediately. 

The difficulty with this orthodox 
path of strangling consumption is not 
that the so-called “spending minis- 
ters’* in the government are ob- 
streperous. nor is it that cutting 
public rather than private consump- 
tion is morally superior or that it will 
cause more unemployment. It is. 
rather, that with a budget of which 
more than half goes for debt service 
and defence, it is genuinely difficult 


premiums, the accumulated funds of 
which are not to be expropriated. It 
is equally easy to talk about reducing 
our expenditure on education. 

Matters become difficult when 
one remembers that education is the 
investment in the only resource we 
have - human beings. Much the 
same is true of health.' 

Granted that additional taxes may 
have a less-than-proporrionate 
effect on lowering consumption, 
there is another factor in the econo- 
mic equation. Real wages will con- 
tinue to be eroded sharply, to an 
extent that will at least make up for 
the possible diversion of current sav- 
ings to consumption. 

In reality, it may be more than that 
- which means that, as nearly al- 
ways, most of the burden of reduced 
consumption will be borne by the 
wage earners - and most of that, by 
those in the lower-income brackets. 

This leads to the American insist- 
ence on devaluation. Devaluation 
means nothing but a reduction of 
domestic real incomes; in blunter 
terms - of real wages. If that can be

Asa result of the rebirth of Israel, 
the issues Judaism must face have 
dramatically changed.

IN CONTRAST to the Western 
Jewish Diaspora, Israel does not 
provide for a neutral or secular poli- 
tical public arena in which to orches- 
trate the different competing ideolo- 
gies present in contemporary Jewish 
living. In the Diaspora, Jews live 
their public life under the protective 
umbrella of the larger non-Jewish 
political order and express their per- 
sonal Jewish identity within their 
respective schools, synagogues and 
community centres. 

The issue faring Jewish life in the 
Diaspora does not necessarily lead 
to an open confrontation between 
religious and secular Jews, or be- 
tween the different ideological bran- 
ches of Judaism. In Israel, such con- 
frontation is inevitable. In order to 
avoid suffering and violence, it is 
urgent that Israeli society develop 
secure foundations for religious 
pluralism and tolerance. 

A long and arduous path must be 
travelled before we can create, a 
healthy bridge between the needs of 
a modern, democratic, liberal socie- 
ty and the biblical and talmudic 
understanding of Jewish politics and 
nationhood. The way Joshua en- 
tered the land is hardly a model from 
which to learn how to tolerate differ- 
ent faith communities and allow 
different groups the freedom to ex- 
press their own particularity. 

It will not be easy to bring John 
Stuart Mill's advocacy of liberty and 
freedom of conscience and Isaiah 
Berlin's appreciation of pluralism

into a serious and fruitful discussion 
with Maimonides* and the talmudic 
tradition's understanding of com- 
munity and freedom of conscience. 

On the one hand. Judaism is a 
repudiation of any spiritual vision 
that is related exclusively to the 
private and intimate domains of the 
personal life. Judaism must be lived 
in the context of community, and not 
only in the privacy of ones family. 
Yet, on the other hand, if Judaism 
seeks expression in the communal 
political domain, does it not expose 
itself to the very corruptions that 
have characterized theocratic states 
in history? 

How do you build a Jewish society 
in the modem world, where there is 
no significant consensus as to what is 
normative in Jewish history nor any 
agreement about the sources of au- 
thority out of which to build new 
norms? Jewish thinkers must grap- 
ple with the fact that many Jews do 
. not perceive the Bible and the talrou- 
dic tradition as normatively binding. 
There. are. many Israelis who are. 
prepared to study Tora but will resist 
to the end the imposition of religious 
practices which clash with their own 
sense of personal freedom and con- 
science. 

Can traditional Judaism 
accommodate itself to the modem 
values of tolerance and freedom of 
conscience? What are the limits of 
tolerance for other Jews that could 
be acceptable to halachic Judaism? 
Is the modem value of tolerance 


antithetical to Judaism’s concern for 
the uncompromising rejection of 
idolatry? What makes for both the 
agony and spiritual vitality of living 
in Israel is the fact that these issues 
cannot be ignored. 

In Israel there is no external non- 
Jewish world to inhibit the full ex- 
pression of many different attitudes 
found in the Jewish tradition. Moral 
attitudes that one never expected to 
characterize Jewish behaviour sur- 
face here. Triumphalism, lack of 
tolerance for other faith communi- 
ties, racism, indifference 3nd often 
open disregard for the values of the 
dignity of the individual and for 
freedom of conscience can be found 
articulated by would-be religious 
leaders in Israeli society. A mature 
appreciation of our liberation strug- 
gle requires that we recognize the 
mixed blessing that freedom and 
power and the'rebirth of Israel have 
brought to Jewish life. 

IN ORDER to deal effectively with 
these issues, a certain degree of 
maturity and self-confidence is 
necessary. In taking upon ourselves 
responsibility for a total society, we 
must allow ourselves to be judged by 
the same standards as we have 
judged others. The Zionist quest for 
normalcy should free the Jewish 
people of any myth about the unique 
moral and spiritual powers of the 
Jewish soul. The Tora challenges us 
to become a holy people. It does not 
tell us that we are immune from the

Alpha waves are generally emitted 
during deep relaxation or light sleep, 
and are indications of more synchro- 
nized activity between right and left 


brain functions. 

In recent years, biofeedback 
stimulus-response techniques have 
been developed in which subjects 
are trained to enter the alpha band 
during full consciousness. In practic- 
al terms, a patient sits wired to 
electronic equipment that signals a 
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achieved directly, by an agreement 
of the workers to accept price in- 
creases without wage compensation, 
what need is there to pile a devalua- 
tion on top of the package'.' 

To make sure that real wages will 
be further whittled down, the gov- 
ernment has. in Package Deal 1 1 as in 
Package Deal I. held on to the 
freedom to go on devaluing the cur- 
rency - and has used it liberally. 

Not only is there no need for any 
massive devaluation - it would be 
dangerous to apply the textbook 
remedies to the Israeli economy. 
Devaluation would only let the genie 
of runaway inflation out of the bottle 
ag3in and. given the indexation of 
accumulated savings, would im- 
mediately increase the government's 
domestic debt and make it immense- 
ly more difficult to service that debt. 

IT IS USELESS to preach to Israel 
that it should do away with the 
indexation of financial assets. That 
may be desirable in principle, ev en 
possible in the distant future and 
after inflation has come down to 
levels where the abolition of indexa- 
tion would not spell massive real 
losses. It is irrelevant for our short- 
term problems because any attempt 
to tamper with savings would dry 
them up or drive them into flight 
abroad. 

Washington may not fully realize 
how severe a burden has already 
been imposed upon the Israeli eco- 
nomy. nor does there seem to be a 
sufficient appreciation of the accept- 
ance of that burden without social 
unrest and political turmoil. 

Thar may partly be the fault of 
those entrusted with pleading our 
cause in Washington. They, it 
seems, are often better at explaining 
to the Americans how well they - the 
Israelis - understand our economic 
problems and how much they them- 
selves would like to see the Amer- 
ican prescriptions obeyed. 

A reduction of living standards by 
an average of 6 to S per cent a year 
for two consecutive years, .in peace 
time, is more than can he expected 
from the orthodox IMF prescrip- 
tions. 

The government - more specifi- 
cally, the Prime Minister's Office - 
shrinks from policies that would 
cause immediate mass unemploy- 
ment. hoping that a gradualist 
approach will always leave open op- 
tions of remedial measures. 

These may well be sanguine 
hopes. When aggregate demand is 
throttled back, no matter by cuts in 
public spending or by a reduction of 


moral weaknesses and failures which 
affect every human being. 

The Jewish nation is not free from 
any of the potential corruptions that 
affect any human community that 
has political and military power. 
When Jews seek to use the legislative 
power of the state to impose reli- 
gious practices oq the community, 
they invite the same possible corrup- 
tion that has characterized other 
religions that have used political 
power to promote their vision of life. 

It is morally disastrous and re- 
ligiously arrogant to claim that we 
have nothing to learn from the mis- 
takes of other religions. In critically 
examining our social and political 
behaviour, we must liberate 
ourselves from the paralysing con- 
cern with what will the nations say if 
Jews are openly critical of them- 
selves. 

To the degree that we can look at 
ourselves in a non-apologetic light, 
to that degree will we demonstrate 
our liberation from a fundamentally 
timed, and outer-directed ghetto 
consciousness. One of the important 
blessings of reborn Israel should be 
to free us from this painful psycholo- 
gical baggage. 

There have been philosophers 
who taught that the Jewish people's 
role in history is to be the "suffering 
stranger." There are many Jews who 
believe that the purpose of the Jew- 
ish people is to be the moral consci- 
ence and critic of social and political 
injustice throughout the world. 

In returning to political responsi- 
bility for a Jewish state, our role 
must shift from moral criticism of 
others to self-judgement. In coming 
home, the task immediately before 
us is to clean up our own home. If a 
moral message will emanate from 
Jerusalem, it will result not from 
what we say. but from what we do.

Clinical evidence has pi oven 
biofeedback to be helpful in induc- 
ing relaxation, thereby lowering 
heart rate and blood pressure, and 
often alleviating ailments with a 
psychosomatic component such as 
asthma and migraine headaches. 

Another biofeedback -type system 
does without stimulus-response 
machinery. Relaxation visualization 
and memory exercises are combined 
not only to allow “alpha entry” at 
will, but also to utilize the alpha state 
in dealing with day-to-day emotion- 
al. physical, intellectual and be- 
havioural difficulties. 

Charles Darwin is said to have 
arrived at his theory of the surival of 
the fittest during summer dreams. 
Albert Einstein claimed that his 
Theory of Relativity was reached 
while he was lying in bed. recovering 
from an illness. Sir Isaac Newton 
grasped the principle of gravity while 
resting under a tree. Thomas Edison 
admitted that his solutions to work 
problems often came split seconds 
after rest following intensive work. 
Is it possible that these inspirations 
came under the influence of alpha? 


real wages. unemployment - and a 
further fall in aggregate demand - is 
the inevitable result". 

Above all. the government hopes 
that Washington will be induced to 
give us the additional help we need 
to renew our economic growth. To 
that end. Washington should be told 
not what we expect them to demand 
from us. but what we are really doing 
- which is harsh in economic terms, 
unfair in terms of social justice, and 
precarious in the best of circum- 
stances. 

It is easy to drive an economy into 
a recession: it is difficult to get it out 
again. 

THERE REMAINS the Iasi de- 
mand that is emerging from 
Washington: to make the central 
bank more independent. Thar de- 
mand is. for obvious reasons, fer- 
vently supported by the governor of 
the Bank of Israel, who has his share 
in the bank share collapse of Octo- 
ber 1983 hanging over his head. 

The argument that he was under 
the thumb of the finance minister 
and That he would have acted dif- 
ferently if he had had more inde- 
pendence has already been heard in 
the wake of the State Comptroller's 
report. 

With regard to a check on the 
government's fiscal policy, it should 
be made clear that more formal 
independence of the central bank 
does not lay down any rules on how 
that independence will he exercised 
in practice. 

A prudent governor will be very 
careful in deciding to what extent he 
can act contrary to the government's 
policy, no matter how independent 
his status in law. 

He will never have more leeway in 
counteracting the government's 
policy than the government will

allow him. A Paul Volcker could 
conduct a restrictive monetary poli- 
cy to neutralize the huge deficit 
spending of the Reagan administra- 
tion only because that administra- 
tion was indifferent to unemploy- 
ment which that monetary policy- 
caused. 

If the U.S. administration had 
wanted it otherwise, the chairman of 
the Federal Reserve would have 
quickly fallen into step. Does any- 
one seriously believe that a Moslie 
Mandelbaum will have, and exer- 
cise. more power in Israel than Paul 
Volckcr in theU.S.? 

THE ADVICE we have been get- 
ting from America, in short, is no 
doubt all well meant. What is sound 
in it we have already adopted, or are 
about to adopt, as far ns the desired 
effects are concerned, even if the 
form is different. 

For the rest, we can dispense with 
it because vc either cannot take it 
for practical reasons, or will not 
because, hard-pressed as we are. 
there are still some norms of social 
justice we can only abandon at the 
peril of being torn apart socially and 
politically. We cannot, in a word, be 
asked to give up our identity. 

Perhaps nothing short of falling in 
literally with these six-point de- 
mands will satisfy Washington, and 
the emergency aid we are asking for 
will be withheld. 

Would it be too daring to say. even 
in t he midst of our present crisis, that 
we should bring an even greater 
sacrifice. Tighten our belts to the 
point of nearly choking off our 
breath, so as to be able, once and for 
all. not to has e to listen to advice anv

removed, and is in force only at 
night. 

In the search in the village 12 
Kalashnikov rifles, a rocket- 
propelled grenade launcher, a dozen 
pistols and 30 kilo of explosives were 
discovered. 

A curfew was imposed on Kafr 
Yanuah, south of Ma'araka. 

The IDF conducted house-to- 
house searches in each of the five 
villages. In some of the villages all 


the men were assembled in the vil- 
lage square and questioned. 

French Unifil soldiers observed 
the IDFs activities in the three vil- 
lages in the area under their control. 

Military sources said that the IDF 
is showing the Shi’ite inhabitants of 
South Lebanon that it has the means 
to respond to terrorism and that it is 
able to concentrate “large and pro- 
fessional forces” in the villages to 
prove that the initiative is not in the 
hands of the Shi'ites. 


Abortions suggested 
for Bhopal gas victims 


BHOPAL. India (AP). - Private 
doctors have .recommended abor- 
tions for pregnant women 1 who .were 
exposed to deadly gas that leaked 
from a chemical plant here to avoid 
possible birth defects and mental 
retardation in newborns. 

A team of four doctors also 
advised women not to get pregnant 
until they are “completely detox- 
ified” from the effects of the methyl 
isocyanate gas which leaked from a 
Union Carbide pesdeide plant on 
December 3, killing at least 2,000 
people. 

“Women have suffered from 
abortions, still births, diminished 
fetal movements, suppression of 
lactation, abnormal discharges and 
menstrual disturbances.” said the 
team's medical report presented by 
Ramana Dhara. a doctor from 
Southern Hyderabad City. 

Speaking at the two-day national 


convention this past weekend on 
“lessons [r^Bfiopal: . Environ- 
ment., scienc.e and democratic 
.rights." Dhara said the massive 
doses of strong drugs administered 
after the gas leak also could have 
adverse effects on the fetus. 

In addition to the fatalities, 
200.000 people suffered ill effects 
from the gas. 60.000 of them serious- 
ly, in the world’s worst industrial 
disaster. 

Government doctors, however, 
have denied there is any increased 
rate of abortions as a result of toxic 
poisoning by the gas. They qlso say 
that those abortions which have 
taken place - spontaneously or surgi- 
cally - could be caused by exertion 
from fleeing the gas and from 
psychological trauma. 

It is not possible to determine 
whether abortions occurred because 
of the gas. they said.

- with which religious circles have 
been studying the list. “It is like a sea 
and the more I study it. the deeper I 
sink,” one head of a large institution 
is quoted as saying by £rcv Shabbat. 
One of the intriguing aspects of the 
list is the large number of Ashkenazi 
institutions listed for funds by Shas. 
the Sephardi Tora Guardians. 

One such veshiva is Ohr Sameach. 
which concentrates much of its 
efforts on newly religious Jews from 
English-speaking countries. 

“We didn’t get any official noti- 
fication [of the intended grant]. The 
first we heard of it was when we read 
about it in the press.” said the yeshi- 
va’s Rabbi Avraham Ravid. 

Other Ashkenazi institutions on 
the list, such as the Slobodka Yeshi- 
va. looked even more out of place 
there. 

’*1 have to praise Shas for having 
risen above narrow political consid- 
erations." he said. He added that 
Shas has shown q "more national” 
attitude, nominating many institu- 
tions for allocations, in contrast to 
Agudat Yisrael. which pinpointed 
large sums for a few. 

In any case, he hasrened to add. 
the yeshiva would much rather re- 
ceive support directly from the gov- 
ernment than through the good 
graces of a political party. 

A volunteer worker for Dvar 
Yerushalayim, a similar yeshiva, 
suggested that the intended grant 
may have been due to the interest 
taken by Rabbi Ovadia Yosef, for- 
mer Sephardi chief rabbi and mentor 
of Shas, in the newly religious move- 
ment. She added that the yeshiva 
also has some students from Iran, in 
whom Yosef has taken a special 
interest. 

:• Sraff members of Ere v Shabbat 
commented that some institutions 
listed reflect "history" and others, 
“seats on the planning boards.” 
Among the would-be beneficiaries 
which the weekly's staff singled out 
for question were the Shiva Lame- 
4 korot (Return to the Sources J Scho- 
larship Fund and Tora Lessons, 
named by Shas to receive $790,000. 
“Have you ever heard of it? We’re 
sure you haven’t," say the staff, 
members, whose knowledge of the 
ultra-Orthodox world is encyc- 
lopedic. 

Agudat Yisrael, the paper points 
out. named the “almost unknown” 
Stephen Klein Fund, for $187,000. 
Spiritual Community Centres 
(“Have you ever heard of them?") 1 
are earmarked for $75,000. The 
Be'er Yisrael Movement for Dis- 
semination of Tora (“Did you ever 
see them disseminate anything?) was 
listed for 580,000. 


The Morasha allocations were 
largely for newly established founda- 
tions. Almost all of the money for 
the Matzad faction of the party was 
earmarked for institutions such as 
the Eitanim Association, which was 
to get $165,000 (“What is it? 
Evidently the founders of the asso- 
ciation still don’t know.") The 
Poalei Agudat Yisrael faction set up 
oue foundation, the Nahlieli Asso- 
ciation. which was to get $130,000, 
with the rest going to existing institu- 
tions. 

Michal Yudelman adds: 

Shas yesterday threatened to app- 
ly to the High Court of Justice unless 
an absolutely neutral public commit- 
tee is appointed to establish the 
criteria for allocating funds to reli- 
gious and secular institutions, or 
unless all the religious parties help 
formulate these criteria. “With all 
due respect to Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda'i and Religious Affairs 
Minister Yosef Burg, we’ve been 
burnt enough during the past years 
by the kind of criteria the govern- 
ment has used for allocating funds,” 
Shas secretary Arye Der’i told 77ie 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Der'i said that apart from the S9 
million budgeted for religious in- 
stitutions, the Education Ministry 
has a $29. 5m. budget for secular 
institutions. Other ministries, in- 
cluding the .Interior, Labour and 
Social Affairs, and Science Minis- 
tries also have budgets for institu- 
tions. “It seems that every minister 
has lists of institutions sponsored by 
people close to him or his party, to 
which he allocated funds,” Der'i 
said. 

Knesset Finance Committee 
Chairman Avraham Shapira (Agu- 
dat Yisrael) said yesterday that he 
would refuse to approve any fund 
allocation to any religious or secular 
institution until objective criteria are 
established. 

These bodies include youth move- 
ments. institutions and unidentified 
funds, many of which operate pri- 
vately. The allocation of funds to 
them has never come under public 
scrutiny, the religious parties main- 
tain. 

Habad sources also threatened to 
go to the High Court of Justice 
unless objective criteria are estab- 
lished. TTiey noted that Habad’s 
appeal to the court last year revealed 
for the first time the irregularities 
behind the existing practice which 
the Knesset State Control Commit- 
tee has described as “bordering on 
bribery.” 

Objective criteria for allocations - 
must be formulated by March 31, 
together with the state budget.

“I ENTERED the foreign service in 
1959.“ Shlomo Hillel recollects, 
“resigning from the Knesset to be- 
come ambassador in Guinea. What 
attracted me was the romance of 
Africa's liberation from colonial 
rule: we in Israel had gone through 
the same process." 

Ten years later, in 1969. he was 
invited to join the government as a 
cabinet minister. That was the end of 
his diplomatic career. Today he is 
Speaker of the Knesset. He had his 
diplomatic grounding in his twen- 
ties. during the years 1946-51. He 
was then enaged in “illegal" im- 
migration. getting Jews out of the 
country of his birth . Iraq. 

“After Israel was founded, the 
Jews of Iraq were cut off. The transit 
countries in berween were closed to 
them as well - Lebanon. Syria. Jor- 
dan. So I had the idea of moving 
them eastwards instead, to Persia. 

“In 1949 1 went to Teheran, under 
the name of Maurice Peres, carrying 
a [forged] French passport. I signed 
an agreement with the Persian Gov- 
ernment. as Maurice Peres, for the 
transport of Iraqi Jews out of there 
bv plane to Israel. We got 13.000 
a wav in that manner. 

“the Iraqi authorities saw what 
was happening and realized it was 
hopeless, so enacted a law in March 
1950 allowing the migration of Jews 
to Israel. Back I went to Baghdad, 
this time as Richard Armstrong, hol- 
der of a British passport and director 
of an aviation company called Near 
East Air Transport. 

“The company belonged to a non- 
Jewish American called Johnny 
Woo ton. An English Jew called 
Ronny Barnett worked with us. 
Ronny and I were invited to the 
house of Prime Minis ter Tawfik el 
Suweidi. to discuss the best way of 
exiting the Jews from Iraq. 

“I learnt a lot about negotiating in 
those days. For example the prime 
minister spoke with his colleagues in 
Arabic, thinking we could not 
understand the language. I had a 
hard job striving to catch every 
word, while pretending that I was 
not listening." 

Hillel will be publishing a book 
shortly about these and other events. 
“We moved 114.000 souls out of 
Iraq. The New York Times described 
it as ‘the biggest air migration in 
history.’” 

IN 1959 he made his way to Conakry 
in West Africa-, via Pans, where he .

evening wear, h top-hat. “I purch- 
ased them second-hand, we weren't 
flush with foreign currency. But I 
made a terrible mistake: the gar- 
ments I chose were manufactured 
out of top-grade worsted. 

“The heat in Africa was unbeliev- 
able. I donned my regalia to present 
my credentials. I sweltered. By the 
time I got home I was soaking wet, as 
if I’d been dipped in a bath.” 

In 1961 he was moved to the Ivory 
Coast, and became at the same time 
non-resident ambassador to Upper 
Volta. Niger and Dahomey. That 
meant a lot of credential cere- 
monies. 1 

“The capital of Upper Volta is 
Ouagadougou. I proceeded there, 
and had to wait three weeks because 
the president had unexpectedly left 
for France. The heat was 45 ®Cin the 
shade. When the ceremony even- 
tually cook place, I went through my 
paces in that worsted morning-coat. 
I marched past the guard of honour, 
I made my speech, we completed the 
formalities. I was longing to get back 
to the hotel, strip and shower. 

“But the president beckoned me 
into an adjoining room. The record- 
ing of the event had gone amiss, he 
said. The broadcast had to be made; 
the people were waiting for it. So 
would I mind running through the 
whole procedure again right from 
the beginning? And we did." 

HE SERVED in Guinea for two 
years before going to the Ivory 
Coast. Guinea was the most militant 
of the African states politically. In 
1958 de Gaulle called a referendum 
in France’s African colonies: did 
they want to retain a link with 
France? "The only country that gave 
an outright ‘no’ was Guinea - and we 
never heard the end of iL 

"If we spoke to Guineans about 
our 50-vear struggle against marsh 
and desert, our illegal immigration, 
our fight against invading armies, 
they always had an answer: * Ah, but 
we said no to General de Gaulle. 1 

“The U.S. ambassador in Con- 
akry was a black man. Professor 
John Morrow, a fascinating person 
and extremely likeable. Neither of 
us was a career diplomat (he from a 
university, I from a kibbutz) and 
we got on well. 

"But he had a terrible temper, and 
provocations were not lacking. We 
were once invited to attend a politic- 
al meeting in Kankan, 100km. from 
the capital. You must remember that 
Guinea had rejected all French pat- 
ronage. to the point of quitting the 
French-franc bloc. What aid there 
was came from Eastern Europe, and 
that included the bus which took us 
from our hotel to the meeting. 

“it had been imported from 
Czechoslovakia and was well con- 
structed for the European climate, 
with a glass roof to make sure that 
none of the sun's rays were wasted. 
The tropical sun of Africa turned the 
conveyance into a hothouse. 
Moreover the bus broke down tin the 
way.! The temperature was too high 
for" the engine. John Morrow had 


had enough. He was so fririous. he 
smashed the glass roof. . 

“Sekou Toure’s speech was sche- 
duled for the evening. He was a 
disciple of the Communists. I was 
used to left-wing ideologists and 
their propensity for long orations. I 
had sat patiently hearkening to Berl 
Katznelson . Tabenkin. Ben-Gurion. 
Poor Morrow had no such experi- 
ence. So you can imagine what he 
went through. 

“Sekou Toure-Started_ his haran- 
gue at 10 p.m. and finished at 2 a.m. 
We diplomats were trapped in the 
front row, clad stiflingly in jackets 
and ties. 

“When William Tubman, presi- 
dent of Liberia, came on a visit, the 
two heads of state proceeded down 
the main avenue in a limousine; the 
-foreign ambassadors had to follow 
on foot. The heat was torrid; the 
asphalt burnt the soles of our shoes. 
Suddenly my friend Morrow’s comp- 
osure broke again and he started 
cursing. He shouted that he was not 
going to take any more of this. 

“To quieten him down I said that I 
was suffering like him, but I took 
refuge in gazing at the - Egyptian 
ambassador. T say to myself, as long 
as he goes, I go. Why don’t you do 
the same? Look at the Soviet ambas- 
sador and tell yourself, as long as he 
goes. I go.’ 

"Morrow apparently took my 
advice. Much later he told me he had 
never forgotten the help I’d given 
him in his time of trouble. 

"I was friendly with that Russian 
ambassador too! Daniel Solod. He 
wasn't Jewish but claimed that he 
had been brought up with Jews and 
proved it by uttering Yiddish phrases 
to me. To his great perplexity. I, 
being a Sephardi, completely failed 
to understand.” 

Guinea was active in the organiza- 
tion of Third World countries. Their 
first conference was held in Ban- 
dung, their second in Conakry. “I 
attended the proceedings as a guest 
like the other ambassadors, till the 
Arabs got together and told their 
host government that if the Israeli 
representative continued to appear, 
they would leave the conference. 
The chief of protocol regretfully 
asked me to comply with that wish. 

“I was outraged. I went to see 
Sekou Toure and told him straight: 
‘Forget about protocol. I’m talking 
to you not as a polite diplomat but as 
a kibbutznik who fought to build up 
his country. How is it that Guinea, 
the nation that said no to General de 
Gaulle, now takes orders from less 
important governments?' I really 
shouted at him, and he shrank from 
me. 

“In 1983, less than a year before 
Sekou Toure died, he invited me to 
visit him. I spent three days as his 
guest. He reminded me of my out- 
burst, claiming that I had been cross 
with him unjustly. The conference 
was not his to control. 

“He did sever relations with us 
before anyone else in 1967 on the 
outbreak of the Six Day War - and 
he explained that to me as well. He 
had tried to dissuade Abdul Nasser 
from making war with Israel. But 
when the chips were down, he had to 
maintain solidarity with the Egyp- 
tian rais , who was his spiritual 
brother. 

“It was an apology - he spoke 
about it for almost half-an-hour. He 
felt he owed' me an answer to a 
question I hadn’t posed." 

GOLDA MADE a tour of Africa 
and was received in Guinea with fan 
honours. “She insisted - against my 


advice - on visiting the rradc union-, 
chief, a man called Kabarnaroafir ■ 
who was a Communist.- cold and 
hostile. I had tried every gambit will* . 
him. I had described the Hjstadrw, : 
our settlements, our cooperative . 
movement. It was like talking to a 
brick wall. 

“He received us grim-faced. with- 
out a smile. Not put out. GnUit-- 
opened by saying. 'Please tell s^..- 
about yourselves.' Startled. Kabii- 
mamadi responded. She questioned ■ -r 
him only about his activities. Gra*, 
duallv he warmed up. He spoke for, 
three-quarters of an hour, escorted. - ;* 
us to the door at the end. beamed ftisj 
farewell and pressed our hands. j 
“Golda knew how to break ifown, 
barriers: it was a lesson to me*. ” 

The two almost got into n iam at a 
meeting with Sekou Toure He »as 
cordiafand explained how hK mun-! 
try's parliament worked, with 60; 
members elected in bO constituen- 
cies. 

“Do different parties compete at; - . 

the polls?” Golda asked innocently. 2 
“You should know that we wily* 
have one party.” 

"Ah. then the voters select which'" 
of the several candidates within the', 
party shall be their representatives.” 

“We don’t need several candi- 
dates. Each constituency has only, 
one delegate. " 

Golda was about to pursue her 
inquiries further.

pulled her sleeve and whispered in : ' 
Hebrew. ‘Golda. lay off. I’ll explain 
everything later, please drop the 
subject.’

Abidjan was different and prosper- 
ous. its shops full of goods. "Israel’s 
relations with the President. Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny. and his govern- 
ment were excellent, and we pro- 
vided a tremendous aid programme. 

But the brilliant African statesman 
was headstrong. 

“He was an ardent Christian be- 
liever. When he veiled Israel, I took 
him to Deganya. He saw the Jordan 
River, and instantly wanted to im- 
merse himself in its waters, life 
started undressing. He was - to me at 
the time - old and fragile-looking. If 
anything happened to him we would 
be in trouble. I undressed too and 
we. both in our underpants, plunged •• ■■ 
into the water. * . 

“Later in Beersheba he suddenly 
decided he wanted to be immersed in 
the Dead Sea too. But we had. I 
reminded him. to attend a reception i 
at the Dan Hotel in Tel Aviv.

JEWS AND THE REVOLUTION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - The opening remarks of Dr. 
Martin Gilbert's recent review of 
“The Soviet Government and the 
Jews" can be misconstrued. All dis- 
abilities upon the Jews were re- 
moved by the liberal government of 
Prince Lvov soon after the February 
(March) Revolution of 1917. The 
Bolshevik seizure of power in Octo- 
ber (November) 1917 did not alter 
the legal position of Jews, and 
worsened the actual position of 
many. Thousands of Jews died at the 
hands of the Bolsheviks as “class 
enemies'* and several hundred 
thousand fled the country. Only 
Jews of impeccable “non- 
bourgeois" antecedents did for a 
short time, enjoy the “limitless 


opportunities” mentioned. 

And it is simply not true that the 
leadership of the new Bolshevik 
Russia was “to large extent in Jewish 
hands.” Lenin's principal henchmen 
like Molotov. Sverdlov. and Dzher- 
zhinski (the founder of the secret 
police) were non-Jews (though 
Trotsky. Kamenev, and Sinoviev 
were Jews).

Declines after profit-taking 


TEL AVIV. - A serious wave of 
profit-taking hit the stock market 
yesterday, causing a sharp decline in 
all categories except for two - the 
commercial banks, both those in and 
outside the “arrangement." 

The banks in the "arrangement" 
rose in expectation of a speed ed-up 
devaluation of the shekel in the near 
future - which is expected to be more 
or less in line with the anticipated 
increase of about 15 per cent in the 
cost-of-living index during Febru- 
ary. The banks not in the “arrange- 
ment" rose mainly because of a 10 
per cent rise in the shares of First 
International. 

The bank will publish its financial 
statements for 1984 on Sunday 
morning, and these statements are 
expected to show quite a profitable 
year. At any rate, the monetary 
turnover in First International 
Yesterday was IS74.2 million, more 
than that of aii other commercial 
banks not in the “arrangement." 

Yesterday also saw a drop in the 
prices of the oil exploration shares, 
for the first time in many weeks, 
although now and then a bit of 
deluxe profit- taking had hit some of 
these shares. With the exception of 
North American IS 1. which rose by 
9.2 per cent, and Teroil IS 1. which 
gained 4.9 per cent, all other oil 
shares turned in a poor show. Of the 
20 oil shares and options traded. 11 
fell in price (M.G.N. options by 20 
per cent), five were firm, and only 
four rose, including the two already 
mentioned. The rises of the other 
two were less than half a per cent 
each.

The wave of selling - which finan- 
cial circles do not believe, at this 
stage at least, will turn into panic 
dumping next week - was initialed by 
the private brokers. On the whole, 
the purchases were made by the 
mutual funds.

The feeling on the stock market 
was that “the table is being cleared" 
of some shares which were a bit too 
high. Thee will be some zig-zagging 
in the next few days, and then a new 
plateau of prices will be reached. Bnt 
before this new plateau is readied, it 
is believed that the mutual funds will 
move in and pick up shares at fairly 
low prices. 

According to one source, the 
mutual funds of one large bank have 
the equivalent of S4 million in certifi- 
cates of deposit, which will be sold to 
buy low-priced shares. 

However, running contrary to this 
theory is the saying that “March is 
generally a problematic month on 
file stock market." On the one hand, 
many companies are interested in 
getting their books in good shape for 
the end of their fiscal year, which 
falls on March 31. On the other 


band. the government may adopt* 
policy on putting "stops _ on 
outflow of its funds, so that it too can 
show a nice set of figures at the en 
of its fiscal year. „ 

In line with the expected swedmg 
up of the devaluation, both the Gti- 
boa and Rfrnon dollar-iinked bonds 
rose in price, in some cases by up to 3 

per cent. . _ „ 

Index-linked bonds rose along a 
broad front. The general index of an 
bonds rose by 0.42 per cent, but a 
good part of this was due to those 
bonds linked to. or traded in. foreign 
currency. . , . . 

The index of index-linked bonds 
themselves rose by only 0.17 per 
cent, but those fully linked, paying 4 
per cent interest, rose by 0.72 per 
cent, while those only SO per cent 
linked, rose by only 0.03 per cent.

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Nobody was fooled 


THE PRE-EMPTIVE strike cunningly aimed by Y asser Arafat 
at Shimon Peres on the eve of the prime minister's departure 
for Rome and Bucharest this week appears to have missed its 
mark. 

What the PLO's titular head sought to obtain by his long 
letter to Italy’s Premier Bettino Craxi, and by his visit with 
Rumanian President Nicolae Ceausescu. was the consent of 
these iwo European leaders to the thesis that a Middle East 
“peace initiative” should, and could, be launched at this time 
on the basis of the agreement he had concluded with King 
Hussein. Arafat wanted the socialist Mr. Craxi and the 
communist Mr. Ceausescu to confront Mr. Peres with the text 
of that accord, endorse it, and demand that the Israeli leader 
add his signature. 

The chances of success may have seemed rather better to 
Arafat than the sales attempt made by King Fahd the week 
before at his meeting with President Reagan. 

Mr. Reagan, while suggesting that “it seems as if some 
progress has been made” in the accord, spumed a central 
feature of it - the idea of an international conference, with the 
PLO's participation, on the Middle East. He insisted on direct 
negotiations to resolve Arab-Israeli differences. But Mr. Craxi, 
the European Community’s president for the first half of this 
year, is bound by the Venice Declaration which calls for the 
PLO's association in the peace process. And Mr. Ceausescu, a 
skilled intermediary who helped engineer Anwar Sadat’s 
journey to Jerusalem in 1977, is known to favour such a 
conference. 

Thus a rift between Mr. Peres and his two hosts could, in 
theory, have been driven by Arafat’s pushing his “peace bid.” 

That did not happen in Rome, however, and it is not likely to 
occur in Bucharest. Mr. Craxi, while pronouncing the Amman 
accord an “important” event which represented a “move in the 
right direction,” could not fail to observe that it deliberately 
skirted UN Resolution 242 as a basis for a negotiated settle- 
ment. In Venice, the Nine underwrote 242 even while accepting 
the Palestinians’ right to self-determination. And the Arafat- 
Hussein calculated ambiguity on this score cannot have escaped 
Mr. Ceausescu's notice either. 

Early this week, moreover, Nayef Hawatme's rejectionist 
DFLP published a version of the accord, apparently more 
reliable than Arafat’s, which exposes the entire document as a 
cruel hoax. 

This indicated, in so many words, that, even after the 
trade-off of “land for peace,” the establishment of a Palestinian 
state confederated with Jordan, and the return of Palestinian 
refugees to their homes within Israel, there would still.be need 
for “resolving the Palestinian question in all its aspects.” What 
this cryptic formula spells is hardly a secret: it spells the 
destruction of Israel. 

Yet even this rendition did not satisfy the PLO's top 
policy-making body, the executive committee. In a statement 
put out in Tunis on Wednesday, which seemingly approves the 
Amman “draft,” the committee in effect tore it to shreds. It did 
so not only by providing that the organization should be 
included in an overall Arab delegation in any peace talks, 
rather than be tied to the Jordanians, but by stipulating that the 
accord as a whole “should enjoy Arab support.” 

An obvious olive branch extended to Syria and its Palestinian 
followers, this meant that the accord would be subject to a 
rejectionist veto. 

* Whether of not the Tunis statement had any effect on Mr. 
Peres’s talks this week, it more than justified Mr. Craxi's 
conclusion that the time is not ripe for a new Middle East 
diplomatic initiative. That is because the alleged Palestiriian- 
Jordanian option, a mere chimera, has foreclosed what might 
have been a genuine Jordanian opening for peace. 

But times may change. And it is not good enough, in the long 
run, for Israel’s prime minister, whoever he is, to content 
himself with inviting King Hussein, once freed from the PLO 
albatross, to make his proposals, which will then be given due 
consideration. Sooner or later this country’s leader will have to 
make his own offer for peace, and if it is not based on an 
exchange of land - some land at least - for peace, it will lead 
nowhere.

MORE PEOPLE are hir- 
ing other people than ever 
before, and in some cases 
over-enthusiastic affection is behind 
the toothy assaults, a doctor says. 

There were 218 reported cases of 
people biting other people in Pitts- 
burgh. Pennsylvania, in 1984. said 
Dr. Guy Catone. director of oral 
surgery at Tallegheny General Hos- 
pital. The number has risen about 10 
per cent each year since 1979, he 
said. 

Catone said in about 10 cases each 
year, the bites resulted from too 
much passion between lovers. 

“Lovers want to do that - bite 
each other's earlobe and that sort of 
thing." he said. “I know that people 
think it's humorous at first - 1 know I 
did. But it is a real problem. Some-, 
body will bite somebody's lip off. Or 
a nose.” 

Most reported human biting, 
however, takes place in street fights 
or other violent attacks. 

And Catone said the victims may 
wish they'd been bitten by a dog, 
which typically has fewer germs in its * 
mouth than a human and therefore is 
less likelv to cause infection.

It is hard to understand why 
we spend so much time and effort on 
staff training if chaplains are compe- 
tent to take strategic decisions in 
addition to their ritual duties. The 
truth is that in this matter we need 
neither military expertise nor rabbi- 
nical diplomas. All we need is com- 
mon sense and a refined moral sensi- 
tivity - enough to tell us that if 
soldiers are dying almost every day, 
one day less on Lebanon’s accursed 
soil represents a percentage of possi- 
bility for .one or more of our young 
men to stay alive and whole . 


decision-making process of Israeli 
governments. The analysis of 
decision-making is now a respect- 
able branch of international political 
science, and there are even 
attempts to devise a kind of 
mathematics which would liberate 
policy from the improvisations of 
individual cases and thus attain uni- 
form criteria for arriving at deci- 
sions. Those of us who do not go as 
far as this in the search for svstemiza- 
tion are not prepared to go to the 
other extreme and to assume that 
politics are inherently incalculable, 
with the result that nobody is ever to 
blame for anything. The Lebanese 
war is a momentous event in Israel's 
national history. Despite Menachem 
Begin ’s bizarre prediction that it 
would “cure the trauma of Yom 
Kippur”, the Lebanese war has itself 
become the source of a violently 
traumatic experience from which 
our nation can never be liberated 
except by self-examination.

IF THERE IS anybody in need of 
penitence it is not the military lead- 
ership, but the residue of the former 
government on whose shoulders lies 
the responsibility for the expanded 
Lebanese war. The very people who 
got our country into this predictable 
morass are now resisting the attempt 
of our new leadership to get us out of 
it. Since there is an astounding possi- 
bility that unrepentant advocates of 
the insane Lebanese adventure may 
one day be proposedjor a renewal of 
their leadership, we have nb right to 
let this tragic experience slide away 
without a meticulous accounting for 
the decisions of 1982 and thereafter. 
In the passion of internal conflict 
Israeli minds were concentrated 
chiefly on personal consequence: 
who should remain in charge of 
defence responsibilities, who should 
be dismissed and who should be 
qllowed to make an acrobatic side- 


venture into their history. and they 
have usually recovered so as to be 
able to give a new direction to their 
lives. But there is no case recovery 
without confession of error and 
analysis of fallacious concepts and 
false procedures. Israeli decision- 
making from the summer of 1982 
onward had a frenetic quality that 
sets it on a high pedestal of what the 
historian Barbara Tuchman has cal- 
led “The March of Folly.” 

The decisions themselves are by 
now well-documented, chiefly 
through the zeal and scholarship of 
Israeli military correspondents and 
political commentators. The Israeli 
government in 1982 was persuaded 
to act on the following assumptions: 

It is possible by military action and 
supplementary diplomacyr to secure . 
a radical tiansfonftatiobdf the^pow- 
er balance and the political con- 
figuration of the Middle East. Such 
an action would stabilize Lebanon 
under Christian-Phalangist hege- 
mony, reassert Lebanon’s Christian 
vocation, bring about a peace treaty 
with a new Lebanon, eliminate the 
PLO as a military and political factor 
in regional politics, produce a with- 
drawal of Syrian forces, free Israelis 
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from terrorist violence, enable Israel 
to ensure that “no Katyusha will ever 
fail on a North Israeli village again” 
and give Israel a predominant role in 
South Lebanon without the need of 
a permanent military presence. Mr. 
Sharon spoke of a “historic break- 


through” and Mr. Begin spoke of 
“40 years of peace.” 

There was no legitimate reason 
whatever for a sane man to believe 
any of these things at any time. They 
were not part of any consensus. Hie 
Labour Party, whose leadership 
overflowed with security and politic- 
al experience, was in sceptical revolt 
against any assumption that a milit- 
ary action could achieve anything 
whatever in excess of what was 
actually achieved in the first three 
days. We now know that service 
chiefs warned against the conceptual 
fallacies in Sharon's “grand design”, 
that scepticism within the cabinet 
itself developed long before it came 
to public expression and that Amer- 
ican appraisals, after a few unworthy 
lurches into the illusion that “a toler- 
able omelette mighf fie'made out of 
some of the broken eggs.” reas- 
serted their realism when it was too 
late to matter. 

The words “Lebanon” and “sta- 
bility” should never have been used 
in the same breath, instability is 
endemic to Lebanon. The idea of a 
Christian hegemony in Lebanon 
under the Jemayel family was a nos- 
talgic illusion from the first day to 


the last. At no time was it possible 
for Israel to "expel” Syrian forces in 
conditions in which they could not 
return after the "expulsion.” Israel 
held no incentives to induce Syrian 
withdrawal in return for its own 
retreat. The much-publicized "des- 
truction of the PLO infrastructure” 
was never the world-changing event 
that it was alleged to be. It does not 
prevent the kind of Kkatyusha 
attempts that a feu- determined indi- 
viduals can execute without “infras- 
tructures.” And the PLO retains a 
political veto over any further steps 
m the peace process. 

Since September 19S2. when Be- 
gin and Sharon claimed to have 
“defeated terrorism.” there has 
been a massive increase in terrorist 
assaults with a ghastly harvest of 
death. The idea oF a peace treaty 
with a Lebanon acting outside an 
Arab context now sounds like a 
hollow jest. It was never a real 
prospect. South Lebanon is not a 
haven of tranquillity or a base for 
common interests. It is the arena of a 
violent Shi’ite hostility which any 
serious historian would have to 
ascribe in large part to the Israeli 
entry and sojourn in their midst.
